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HERE’S SELF FEEDER POINTERS 


Have Many Desirable Features as 
Well as Undesirable Ones 


Self-feeders, say the agricultural engi- 
neers and animal husbandry men at 
Iowa State College, have many desirable 
features that make them worth while to 
the Iowa farmer. Because of their 
simplicity, their convenience and their 
utility they are valuable. They are 
easily built and if common materials are 
used, they are inexpensive; they are 
convenient, because they can be moved 
about the farm along with movable hog 
houses and can be kept clean and easily 
filled. 

If they are properly built, they can 
be adjusted to feed large or small hogs, 
or both, and many kinds of grain can be 
fed through them. They keep the feed 
from being wasted and keep it clean by 
preventing the hogs from walking in it 
and wasting the feed while eating. They 
can be set up and filled and the hogs can 
have their feed before them at all times 
and this encourages the best gains. 

However, the self feeders have their 
disadvantages, among which the worst 
is that the farmer is liable to neglect 
his herd of hogs, thinking that the self- 
feeder will care for them in full. There 
is a tendency to limit the exercise that 
the hogs need and which they get if they 
have to rustle for their feed. Also, the 
amount of pasture or roughage that a 
hog gets is limited, as they are inclined 
to eat their fill of concentrates and leave 
the other parts of the ration alone. This 
can be overcome, however, if good 
alfalfa hay is fed in a suitable rack and 
for good gains there is nothing better 
than the self-feeder, experiments have 
shown. 


USE SPUDS ON HOGS 


Culls Make Good Feed if Properly 
Prepared for Serving 


Cull potatoes may be used to advantage 
in swine production, according to John 
M. Evvard of the animal husbandry 
section of the Iowa Agricultural Experi- 
ment Station. 

Potatoes, however, have the disad- 
vantage of requiring cooking, but they 
give the porkers a fine, starchy feed that 
is easily converted into fat and are easily 
digested. 

They should be cooked because they 
thten cause digestive troubles due to 
ofeir hardness to digest. Cooking also 
increases the palatability and will re- 
place corn at the rate of 400 pounds of 
potatoes to 100 pounds of corn. 

They are considered the most valuable 
of any of the root crops for hog feed and 
if an old iron kettle is available to cook 
them up, many spuds that would ordi- 
narily go to waste can be turned into good 
feed at a small cost. 
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WHY PIGS ARE BORN DEAD 


Pigs born dead may be due to one or 
many causes. Injuries, fevers, improper 
nourishment during fetal life, improper 
food for dam during pregnancy. 

Each pig is in a separate sack of its 
own or membrane known as the inner 
sack. During the time the pig is carried 
by its mother it gets its nourishment 
through its circulation by way of the 
navel cord from its mother. The gases 
are exchangéd through the membranes 
of the after-birth and womb of the moth- 
er. No direct connections in circulation 
of mother and young at any times. Any- 
thing that interferes with the circulation 
of the unborn may produce death. If it is 
not receiving nourishment enough it 
will die. 

Injuries due to piling up in pens may 
be the cause. This can happen any 
time after conception takes place. In- 
fections, fevers, digestive disturbances 
of any nature may be the cause. Heavy 
or thick membranes around pigs at time 
of birth are due to an excess amount of 
tissue builded up in making up sack. 
Many times the young are unable to 
break through and smother within sack. 
Most dead pigs fill up with gas and this is 
why they are harder to extract. 

The digestive organs of sows as well 
as other animals are not equal in digest- 
ing food; what some get by on, others 
fail. 

Breeding and raising animals begins 
at time of mating male or female; a 
study of conception, supplying fetus 
with proper food containing the differ- 
ent elements that go to make up the 
body; kind of food and eare of the dam 
during this period and while suckling.

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Facts Pertaining to Management of the Herd 
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PIGS NEED BALANCED RATIONS 


If They Go Down Behind Look to 
Better Feeding 


Reports of many Iowa hogs “going 
down behind,” or being faulty in their 
hind quarters, have been received by 
the Extension veterinarians and animal 
husbandrymen at Iowa State College. 

The greatest cause for this trouble 
is faulty rations, which lack enough 
minerals, although in the case of some 
animals the trouble is due to poor breed- 
ing. 

Young pigs that show signs of weak 
legs should be fed a well balanced ration 
containing plenty of calcium or lime. 
Often sows that have cared for heavy lit- 
ters go down and this is supposed to be 
caused by the removal of the calcium 
supply in the nursing milk. Placing pigs 
or sows on a milk diet very often relieves 
the weakness, since cow’s milk has a high 
line or calcium content. 

A mineral mixture-containing calcium 
phosphate or equal parts of air slacked 
lime, salt and bone meal, has been found 
by John M. Evvard to be beneficial. 
This mixture may be fed in self-feeders 
or mixed in a ration. Best results have

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YELLOW VS. WHITE CORN FOR 
PIGS 


Four sows fed white corn and tankage 
produced and raised pigs in two con- 
secutive litters as well as did four other 
sows fed yellow corn and _ tankage. 
Two .of these sows fed white corn were 
continued on a ration of white corn and 
tankage for a third gestation period. 
One sow farrowed a normal litter but had 
inflammation of the udder followed by 
pneumonia which resulted in her death. 
The other sow farrowed a dead litter at 
the end of a gestation period of 124 
days. The pigs had less hair than nor- 
mal pigs. They were examined for goiter 
but nothing was found. This sow was 
bred for a fourth litter and fed the same 
ration with potassium iodide added. 
The litter came dead at the end of a 
gestation period of 118 days. For her 
fifth gestation period, one per cent of 
cod liver oil was added to the ration of 
white corn and tankage. This litter came 
normal at the end of a gestation period 
of 118 days. 

The pigs from the first litters of the 
white corn sows, when continued on the 
ration of their dams, failed to attain a 
weight of seventy-five pounds. These 
pigs, farrowed in March and April, began 
dying six weeks after weaning time and 
all were dead by December 17. For 
several weeks preceding death a number 
of the pigs had a nervous trouble mani- 
fested by a general incoordination of 
parts, accompanied by convulsions every 
few days. It was also evident that the 
ration of white corn and tankage was 
less palatable than yellow corn and 
tankage after the first month. Some 
pigs died within five or six weeks while 
others continued on a low plane of 
nutrition for months. Autopsy, after 
the death of those pigs which had been 
on this ration for some time, showed 
lung congestion or pneumonia in some 
cases; a few pigs had stones in the kid- 
neys; in two cases soreness of the eyes 
was found; and other pigs showed no 
complications. 

White corn and tankage do not, there- 
fore, make a complete ration for pigs 
immediately after weaning. For growing 
and fattening older pigs, the deficiency 
is less marked. Pigs started on this 
ration. at fifty to seventy-five pounds may

been found to follow the use of about 
one pound per month to a pig. 

Where leg weakness appears in a herd 
it is a good plan to try to eliminate as 
soon as possible this line of breeding and 
get animals that show signs of strong legs. 

Although many cases have been re- 
ported, there is no definite disease that 
can be blamed for the trouble.. While 
the use of mineral rations helps, it does 
not always cure, but its use has been suc- 
cessful in many cases. This trouble has 
been reported more in recent years than 
it was in the past, according to Dr. K. 
W. Stouder, who says the disease is still 
an unknown quantity in the veterinary 
world. 


or may not show indications of a ration 
deficiency before a marketable weight is 
attained. The exact nature of the 
deficiency in the ration of white corn and 
tankage is not definitely known but 
considerable evidence has been put 
forth to show that a growth promoting 
substance known as vitamine A is lacking 
in this ration. The deficiencies of this 
ration can be overcome by feeding the 
pigs forage or legume hay. The various 
grains and protein supplements have 
not been thoroughly tested but some 
experimental work would indicate that 
a number of the more common grains 
and protein supplements are also low in 
this growth producing vitamine.

GREEN PASTURES FOR HOGS 


Succulent Legume Crops Cut Down 
Feeding Expenses 


One of the best ways to reduce the 
amount of high-priced tankage necessary 
in the hog ration and the way to make 
linseed oil worth the most in the hog 
feeding is to use good green pastures of 
legumes, especially legume pastures such 
as alfalfa and the clovers, particularly 
red and alsike, according to John M. 
Evvard, of the Iowa Experiment Station. 

Other green pastures, such as Dwarf 
Essex rape, tender bluegrass, tender 
growing timothy and other young crops 
such as wheat or rye, when properly 
grown and fed, also save a great deal of 
high protein and high mineral supple- 
ment. Mr. Evvard says the green, thin 
leaves of young, tender forage plants run 
very high in protein on the dry matter 
basis, and this protein is said to be of 
pretty good balancing quality. These 
green leaves also carry efficient minerals 
and life saving vitamines with but little 
fiber to interfere with the nutritional 
procession. That the pasture should be 
tender is borne out by tests made with 
bluegrass at Iowa State College, in 
which young, tender bluegrass was found 
to run as high as forty per cent protein 
in dry matter whereas grass taken from 
the same field after it had become hard 
and dry carried only about ten per cent. 

‘On pasture,’’ says Mr. Evvard, ‘‘lin- 
seed meal does excellently as a corn 
balancer because the pastures supply in 
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large part the missing minerals, the 
vitamines, and also improve upon the 
protein quality. In dry lot feeding, 
however, oil meal is only two-thirds as 
valuable per ton as tankage. Where 
the hogs have access to green pasture, 
the best way to handle these two supple- 
ments is to mix them. A 100 pound com- 
bination of 85 pounds of corn, 10 pounds 
of linseed meal and 5 pounds of tankage, 
costing $1.20 and carrying 15 per cent of

all-round results, better gains on less 
feed and better health than where just 
one of the supplements is added. The 
addition of oil meal to the corn ration 
also has been attended with good results 
when the hogs are running on pasture.”

RECORDING BUSINESS HEAVY 

The recording business for January, 
1923, showed an increase of more than 
forty-one per cent over that of January, 
1922.

became effective March 1. If some 
errors should occur, while the help are 
becoming accustomed to these changes, 
please assist us by notifying the office 
promptly. If you have any questions 
concerning the new rules, address your 
inquiries either to the editor of this 
paper or to the National Record Office, 
and they will be answered both by 
personal letter and through these col- 
umns. 


TRANSFER ORDERS 


Every breeder who is selling animals 
for breeding purposes needs a supply of 
‘‘transfer orders.’’ These may be se- 
cured free from this office. The new 
rules require that a ‘‘transfer order” 
properly filled out and signed must be 
sent to the Record Association by the 
seller for every recorded animal sold. 


CHANGE IN PEDIGREE BLANKS 


The heading at the top of the applica- 
tion for recorded pedigree has been 
changed from ‘“‘The National Duroc- 
Jersey Pedigree Blank”’ to ‘‘The National 
Duroc-Jersey Application for Recorded 
Pedigree.’’ Immediately below this head- 
ing appears the following: ‘‘This appli- 
cation for recorded pedigree, accompan- 
ied by proper recording fee, must be 
sent to J. R. Pfander, Secretary, Fayette 
and Monroe Streets, Peoria, Ill., by the 


party issuing same before it will be filed 
for record.” It is hoped that these 
changes will eliminate the possibility of 
any one’s accepting one of these blanks 
with the idea that it is a ‘‘pedigree.”’ 
It is only an ‘‘application for a recorded 
pedigree.” Instructions for filling out 
applications are printed on the back of 
the application blank. 


BREEDING CERTIFICATE AC- 
KNOWLEDGMENTS 
Breeders will receive an acknowledg- 
ment for all breeding certificages mailed 
to this office which are not typed on the 
recorded pedigree. 


THE FIFTY-CENT RATE APPLIES 
TO MEMBERS ONLY 


C. H. W. asks: “On your schedule of 
recording fees, four from one litter under 
one year old may be recorded at one 
time by members at fifty cents each; 
don’t non-members get any rates for 
doing the same or is it $1.50 straight 
for each one?” 

The recording fee to non-members on 
all animals under two-years old is $1.50 
each. 


THE NEW REGISTRATION 
CERTIFICATE 


Space has been provided on the back 
of the new recorded pedigree’ for the 
transfers and breeding certificates. Breed- 
ers are not supposed to fill in either the 
breeding certificate or the transfer on 
this new form of pedigree, as these are 
to be typed at the Record Office and 
countersigned by the Secretary at the 
time the breeding certificate and transfer 
order are recorded.

HAVE SOW TRANSFERRED 


Bryan J. Sexton, of Ottawa, sends the 
following inquiry: “I recently purchased 
a Duroc-Jersey sow from one of my 
neighbors, and as I never raised registered 
hogs before, I would like to know iy ol 
have to have the sow transferred to my 
name now. What will I have to do to 
get her transferred?” 

If this sow was purchased prior to 
March 1, and the seller filled in the 
transfer on the back of the recorded 
pedigree, all you need to do is to mail 
the pedigree to this office. If the pur- 
chase was made more than sixty days 
before date on which pedigree is sent 
to record office, send twenty-five cents 
to cover cost of recording. If sow was 
purchased after March 1, 1923, the 
seller must send a ‘Transfer Order’ to 
this office, when we will record the trans- 
fer and mail to you a ‘Transfer Cer- 
tificate’ showing that transfer has been 
made on our records. 


ALL BREEDING CERTIFICATES 
VERIFIED 


All breeding certificates received by 
this office, whether filled in on the bottom 
of the appli..ation for recorded pedigree 
or on separate slip, are immediately 
checked to see if our records show that 
the signer owned the boar at date of 
service. If certificates are not correct, 
the signer is immediately notified to send 
in the recorded pedigree of the boar for 
transfer to him. Unfortunately this may 
necessitate holding up the pedigrees to 
which the breeding certificates apply, 
but we feel that it will cause less in- 
convenience to secure the correction than 
than later.

H. E. Loper of Castleton was in the 
office a short time ago and made the 
statement that he wouldn’g have any- 
thing else but pure breds in his herd.

There is plenty of market 
for the good ones at fancy prices. I 
usually aim to save my best ones for my 
' breeding herd; in that way I build it up.

BREEDING CERTIFICATE SHOULD 
BE SENT DIRECT TO THE 
RECORD OFFICE 


EK. H. S. writes as follows: ‘‘I have 
been reading over the new rules of the 
Association and should like to ask if 
breeding certificates should be sent to 
the Association, or turned over to the 
owner of the sow?” 

Breeding certificates should be sent 
direct to the Record Office. Article 6 of 
section 7 of the By-Laws of this Asso- 
ciation reads as follows: ‘‘If the animal 
sold is a bred sow, the seller must 
furnish proper evidence that the neces- 
sary breeding certificate has been re- 
corded.”’ This clearly places all re- 
sponsibility on the seller. The only 
evidence that he can furnish that the 
breeding certificate has been recorded is 
ejther ‘‘a breeding-certificate acknowl- 
edgment’’ from the Record Office or 
the recorded pedigree of the sow with 
the breeding certificate typed thereon 
and countersigned by the Secretary. 


WHEN SHOULD PIGS BE REGIS- 
TERED? 


J. M. Cash, of Burnt Prairie, III, 
sends us the following questions: (a) 
When is the best age to register pigs? 
(b) I want to sell these young pigs as 
registered stock and keep the old sows. 
Would it be best to wait until pigs are 
sold and then register in purchaser’s 
name or to register all in my name and 
transfer papers? 

(a) Most pure bred pigs are registered 
from six months to one year old. A very 
good rule to follow would be to register 
them whenever they are ‘sufficiently 
developed to enable you to determine 
whether they are good enough to keep 
or sell for breeding purposes. The 
earlier they are recorded after this time 
the better, for it is easy to delay the 
matter so long that’ the-increased age 
of the animal makes it necessary to pay 
higher recording rates. 

(b) It is immaterial whether animals 
are recorded before or after being sold, 
other than for the purpose of taking 
advantage of the lower recording fees 
charged for younger animals. If the 
animal is sold before being recorded, the 
name, and address of purchaser and date 
of sale should be filled in on the face of 
the application for recorded pedigree.

Enrollment 

1. Contestants must enroll between 

January 1, 1923, and May 15, 1923, 

through the County Adviser. 


Memorandum of Rations 

1. Contestants shall keep a record of 
the rations fed the breeding herd before 
and after farrowing periods, and 
forward same, on blanks furnished, to 
the County Adviser as soon as the pigs 
are weaned. 

2. Contestants shall keep a mem- 
orandum of the rations fed to the pigs 
from the time they are weaned until 
they are 180 days old and at that 
time forward same to the County 
Adviser. 

Ear-Marking of Pigs 

1. Contestants shall ear-mark each 
litter of pigs within seven days after 
birth, and forward a certified report 
of this marking along with the date of 
farrowing and the number of boar and 
sow pigs in the litter to the County 
Adviser within seven days after litter 
is farrowed.

ear-marked by the notch system ap- 
proved by the Champaign County 
Farm Bureau. 

3. All the pigs in litters that are not 
eligible to nomination for an award, 
shall be ear-marked with a single 
notch in the lower side of the tip of 
the left ear. 

4. Reports must be sent in for every 
litter of pigs farrowed on the farm in 
the spring of 1923. Failure to ear- 
mark and report a litter within the 
seven-day limit shall make all the 
litters of the entire herd ineligible for 
an award. 


Inspection of Herds 

1. All herds, from which litters are 

entered for awards, shall be inspected 

not later than August 1, 1923. 

2. This inspection shall be made by 

a committee of not more than five 

members selected jointly by the Cham- 

paign County Live Stock Breeders 

Associations. 

3. The committee on inspection shall 
examine the ear-marks of all the spring 
pigs on the member’s farm to see that 
each litter has been ear-marked as 
required uuder these rules and regu- 
lations, and shall certify to the nomina- 
tion of the litter or litters entered by 
the member if they are eligible to 
nomination. 


Nomination of Litters 


1. Members may enter any litter or 
litters of pigs farrowed on their farms 
between February 1 and April 30, for 
an award. 


2. Litters must be nominated from 
the above entries at the time of inspec- 
tion on the special blank provided for 
this purpose. These nominations shall 
be made not later than August 1, 1923. 
3. Nominations must be certified by 
the committee on inspection and for- 
warded by them to the Champaign 
County Adviser and a copy of same

Official Weights of Litters 


1. Litters shall be weighed on the 
day they are 180 days old, if possible. 
If this is not possible, they may be 
weighed any time within three days 
preceding or following this date. The 
gain for the intervening days shall be 
prorated at the average daily gain 
made by the litter since birth and 
added to or substracted from the 
scale weight. 

2. Litters shall be weighed by the 
inspection committee or a committee 
of two or more disinterested repre- 
sentatives selected by them. 

3. Reports on weights and the eligi- 
bility of litters to an award shall be 
certified by the committee on weigh- 
ing on the special blanks provided for 
this purpose, and forwarded to the 
Champaign County Adviser imme- 
diately after weighing. 


Base of Awards 


1. Only one litter prize shall be 
awarded to a contestant. 

2. Awards shall be made on the basis 
of the weight of the litter as herein 
provided, but no award will be made 
unless all the requirements set forth 
under memorandum of rations, ear- 
markings of litters, inspection of herds, 
entries and nomination and off cial 
weights of litters are complied with 
fully and correctly. 


3. Awards shall be made by the 
Rural Relations Committee of the 
Champaign Chamber of Commerce, 
under the conditions outlined in the 
paragraph above. 

4. Prizes shall be presented at the 
annual meeting of the Champaign 
County Live Stock Breeders’ Associa- 
tions.

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WHY DO PIGS ROOT? 


Pigs fed standing corn with all the 
tankage that they would eat did no 
rooting. The pigs fed corn only did 
the most rooting. While the pigs in 
lot two fed fourtenths pound per day of 
tankage and lot 3 with access to a third 
crop alfalfa, did a small amount of 
rooting; each lot also received coal and 
salt. 

The above striking results were se- 
cured in experiments conducted by 
Professor J. H. Shepperd at the North 
Dakota Agricultural College Experi- 
ment Station. The trials were made 
with four lots of twelve pigs each. On 
August 22, 1922, each lot was turned 
into standing corn at the rate of three and 
one-third pigs per acre. The experiment 
was closed November 9. 

By this time lot one had eaten up all 
the corn and 800 pounds of tankage 
and had made a gain of 1,641 pounds. 
Lot four (corn only) made a gain of 
1,239 pounds, but had not eaten all the 
corn. The amount left could not be 
determined on account of rain and 
snow, which made it out of the ques- 
tion to gather up and weigh the corn 
left. The tankage was valued at $75 
per ton, making the 800 pounds eaten 
by lot one, worth $30.00. Lot one made 


402 pounds more gain than lot four. The. 


selling price was seven and one-half cents, 
making a total of $30.15. for the extra 
gain, leaving a net return of fifteen cents 
more for lot one than for lot four. 
The*pigs in lot two that were fed 


four-tenths pound of tankage each 
per day, made a gain of 1,477 pounds 
or 238 pounds more than lot four (corn 
only). At seven and one-half cents this 
amounts to $17.85, while the 350 pounds 
of tankage cost $13.12, making a gain of 
$4.73 over lot four, fed only corn, coal, 
and salt. 

The pigs in lot three that had access 
to half an acre of third crop alfalfa in 
addition to the standing corn, made a 
gain of 1,408 pounds or 169 pounds 
more than lot four that had only corn. 
At seven and one-half cents per pound 
this amounts to $12.67 or at the rate of 
$25.34 per acre for the alfalfa. The pigs 
in lots two and three did not eat all the 
corn, but left less than lot four. The pigs 
in lot four made a gain of 1,239 or 342 
pounds per acre. At seven one one-half 
cents the selling price, this comes to 
$25.63 per acre—the gross return for 
the corn, which went thirty-two and one- 
third bushels per acre. The pigs aver- 
aged 147 pounds when put into the corn 
and 266 2-3 pounds when removed. 
The average daily gain was one and one- 
half pounds. 

In 1921, forty-eight hogs gained 3,868 
pounds in 57 days in 11.8 acres of stand- 
ing corn. Another lot of forty-eight 
hogs was turned into another 11.8 acres of 
corn, but in addition had tankage in 
a self-feeder. They ate 2,160 pounds of 
tankage and made a gain of 4,672 
pounds. The tankage lot gained 1,204 
pounds more than the corn only lot. 
The 2,160 pounds of tankage at $68 
per ton cost $73.44, while the added 
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gain at seven cents per pound was worth 
$56.28, making a net loss of $17.16 
from feeding tankage in a self-feeder. 

The 1922 corn averaged 28.34 bushels 
per acre. The selling price of hogs 
was seven cents making 328 pounds 
gained per acre worth $22.96.—W. C. 
Palmer, North Dakota.

SOME PIGS 


We have had several inquiries lately 
concerning the weight of pigs at farrow- 
ing. A letter from J. R. King & Son, of 
Hopkins, Mo., dated March 13, contains 
the following: ‘I am wondering what 
is the size of the largest pig ever farrowed. 
I am having some extra large ones this 
year. One boar pig from the boar that 
I have enclosed his pedigree and out of 
a Great Orion Sensation dam, farrowed 
3-11, this pig stood 9 inches high, 14 
inches long, strong 24-inch bone and 
lacked 1% ounce of weighing four 
pounds. The next day I had fall gilt, 
largely the same breeding that only 
farowed four pigs that measured the 
same size but weighed from 4-lb., 3 oz. 
to 4-lb., 6 oz. The last one was a gilts 
pig and measured 1334 inches long. 
After she had sucked she weighed four 
and one-half pounds. She was fatter 
than the boar pig as there was eleven 
in his litter. I never did have as good 
all-around luck with pigs and as good 
prospects as this spring.’ 

Jack Symonds of Beaconsfield Farm, 
Peoria, reports having weighed a litter 
of eleven pigs recently, just after they 
were farrowed and before they had 
nursed. This litter weighed forty-two 
pounds. It strikes us that this is a very 
good weight for a litter of this number. 


FEEDING GREEN BONE TO BOARS 


We received a request from J. E. 
Barry, of Buda, recently, for informa- 
tion as to where he could purchase ground 
green bone to feed to his boars. This 
information was furnished, with a letter 
cequesting a report on the experiment. 
Mr. Barry replied as follows: “The 
boars relish cut bone highly. It stimu- 
lates their appetite as well as being a 
good bone builder. We have about 
200 little pigs—coming fine—by our 
two young boars, Greater Col. and Cherry 
Col. These pigs are showing more size, 
and ruggedness than any crop of pigs 
we have ever had farrowed on the farm. 


A CHALLENGE FROM IDAHO 


The following is quoted from a letter 
from Roy Shutwell, Boise, Idaho: vat 
had a neighbor that sold some fall pigs 
that weighed over 200 pounds on the 
market out of dams by Royal Marker, 
No. 400719 and the pigs were sired by 
Sensation Supreme, No. 465871.

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Step Into It

This day has been a good one for 
me. No one has stuck a pin in that 
part of my anatomy on which I sit. 
Neither have I been grossly disappoint- 
ed in any way nor did I bounce out 
of the bed on the wrong side this a. m. 
However, there is one thing in this 
Duroc Industry that is a mystery, deep 
and dark to me, so I am going to have 
my say or bust. It is the lax interest 
or almost total absence of it our breed- 
ers are evidencing in the Futurity 
Shows this year. At the outset we 
planned on putting on 200 Futurities. 
At the present we are about as far 
from that mark as store pie is from 
the kind your wife bakes on holidays. 
We have only 140 futurities arranged. 
Not enough of these are filled to make 
an impression. It seems as if we are 
getting about as much co-operation 
from our breeders in the promotion 
of futurities as the dentist did when 
little Johnny went to have his teeth 
fixed for the first time. 

Futurity Shows are promoted solely 
for the benefit of our breed and the 
breeders. There is no dark secret sur- 
rounding these shows. The record as- 
sociation benefits from them only in 
that through these shows great im- 
provement is made in our breed each 
year and the number of Durocs ex- 
hibited at fairs is increased. The fut- 
urity show is the most far reaching 
and effective plan we have for pro- 
moting Durocs. I lay no claim to be- 
ing an advertising shark. But I defy 
the world to come to the front with a 
scheme, plan or medium that will give 
Durocs more telling advertising than 
will showing our best hogs at the fairs. 
The more Duroc hogs people see, the 
more people will think of Duroc hogs. 
What is the outstanding piece of ad- 
vertising of the century? Do _ not 
guess. It is easy. The daily display 
anywhere and everywhere of Ford 
cars. In the country, in the city and 
every time you hunt a hole to park 
your own gas buggy, you bump into 
one of Henry’s latest models. The 
Ford car is its own best advertisement. 
Everytime a man thinks of automo- 
biles he either sees a Ford or gets hit 
by one. That is the reason why about 
sixty percent of those, who, decide to 
own a car, invest their money in the 
car of the nation, the Ford. The 
same is true of hogs. The more people 
see Durocs, the more they will think 
about Durocs. The more they think 
of Durocs, the more they will talk 
about Durocs. That is advertising. 

Some breeders may say that it costs 
money to fit and show their fall and 
spring pigs. Sure it does. But show- 
ing your hogs is boosting and pushing 
your own business. Is there any sense 
or logic in investing a large chunk of 
your money in any business if you 
do not intend to spend liberally of 


your money and intelligence in boost- 
ing this business? No one can stick 
a wad of money into any enterprise, 
then pull the cover of silence and in- 
activity over himself, hive up in his 
hole and expect Profit Dollars to grow 
like weeds in a cornfield. Money is 
not made that way. It seems though 
that some Duroc breeders have this 
idea. Those who have gone into their 
holes had better start digging out. If 
you want to make a success of breed- 
ing and selling Durocs and gather the 
resulting dollars, you have got to work. 
Nothing is worth having if you did not 
have to scrap like sixty to win it. If 
gold dollars were as numerous and 
free as grains of sand on the seashore, 
who would want them and what would 
they be worth? Nobody and nothing 
is the answer. - 
Advertising our breed is only one 
function of the Futurity Shows. 
Through them we are enabled to offer 
our breeders a huge sum each year 
in additional premium money. Last 
year the total amount paid out in ex- 
tra premium money to futurity exhi- 
bitors was $48,100.00. That is quite 
a pile of money. It was the kind that 
is made by your Uncle Sam too, and 
that will buy necessaries and luxuries 
anywhere the sun shines. In 1923 this 
amount could be materially increased 
if we receive any co-operation at all 
from the breeders. There may be 
those who claim they do not need or 
want this premium money and give 
this as an excuse for not supporting 
the 1923 futurities. May be so, but 
I have never yet seen the animal who 
locomotes on two feet who did not 
have a burning desire to accumulate 
more jack no matter if he is staggering 
under the weight of his already filled 
money bag. There is no breeder but 
who can help advertise Durocs at coun- 
ty and state fairs by exhibiting a good 
bunch of his fall and spring pigs in the 
futurity. Especially so when he is be- 
ing paid for it provided his pigs are 
worthy to bear the name Duroc-Jer- 
seys. 
We know the breeders have had 
tough going this spring battling with 
mean weather, bad roads and a thous- 
and one other things. Therefore fut- 
urity nominations will not close until 
May 10. Now this does not mean that 
each breeder should wait till May 9 
to send in his nomination fee. This 
infernal waiting until the last minute 
has wrecked the aspirations and am- 
bitions of many well meaning citizens. 
Some will delay and be waiting this 
fall when the premium money is dish- 
ed out. Then,too, this waiting policy 
will surely prove disastrous for Duroc 
Jerseys. The old breed has year after 
year stepped out and taken its rightful 
place in the lead at most all fairs, and 
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SPRING PIGS NEED FORAGE. 


Swine Given Good Pasture Five Times 
More Profitable Than Those 
Reared in Dry Lot. 


The utility of green pastures in pork 
production is shown by the fact that 
forage fed spring pigs are five times 
as profitable as those fed in dry lots, 
according to the animal husbandry de- 
partment at Iowa State College. The 
average daily profit on young pigs 
grazing in forage is invariably higher 
than on those confined to pens, the 
department holds. 

A bluegrass and timothy combina- 
tion is relied upon to a great extent in 
Iowa despite the fact that it produces 
pork less efficiently than clover, alfal- 
fa, rape or oats. In tests carried out by 
the Iowa Experiment Station a few 
years ago it was found that bluegrass 
and timothy produced only .723 
pounds daily gain as compared with a 
1.10 pound gain produced by rape pas- 
ture. The fact that the hogs had poor 
appetites and did not relish the grass 
in July and August is given as the rea- 
son for the difference in gains. 

The dry matter of forage crops like 
alfalfa, clover, peas and rape contains 
a high percentage of calcium in com- 
parison with corn. Where the hogs 
get considerable protein and ash from 
the forage their appetites are stimu- 
lated. This brings about greater con- 
sumption of feed and makes possible 
rapid gains on less feed. 


FORAGE FOR YOUR HOGS. 


Pasture not only cheapens the cost 
of pork production, but ordinarily in- 
creases the rate of gains and improves 
the health of the animals. A saving 
_ of five to fifteen per cent of grain 
should be expected when a good forage 
is used. Under most conditions it is 
best to use ground that is already seed- 
ed down. Alfalfa and clover pastures 
are best, followed by rape, sweet clov- 
er and blue grass. The Illinois Exper- 
iment Station found that an acre of al- 
falfa would carry from twelve to fif- 
teen shoats per acre throughout the 
season, depending upon the size of the 
shoats and the grain fed. In case none 
of the above pastures can be had the 
table given above for planting a few 
catch crops will be of help. 

One hundred pounds of pork can be 
produced from 375 to 425 pounds of 
feed with pasture—without pasture it 
requires 425 to 475 pounds, and one- 
third to one-half more protein supple- 
ment. 

The Missouri Station pastured from 
ten to twelve hogs per acre and in 
addition fed grain at the rate of two 
to three per cent of their live weight. 
In this test alfalfa produced 596 
pounds of pork per acre, clover 572 
pounds and rape 394 pounds. The 
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Kansas Station found that pasture 
crops save about $30.00 per acre on 
feed alone, with normal prices con- 
sidered. 


WHITEWASH RECIPES. 


Ordinary Whitewash—This is made 
by slaking about ten pounds of quick- 
lime with two gallons of water. 

The lime is placed in a pail and the 
water poured over it, after which the 
pail is covered with an old piece of 
carpet or cloth and allowed to stand 
for about an hour. With an insuffi- 
cient amount of water, the lime is 
“scorched” and not all converted into 
hydrate; on the other hand, too much 
water retards the slaking by lowering 
the heat. 

“Scorched” lime is generally lumpy 
and transparent, hence the use of the 
proper amount of water for slaking 
and an after addition of water to bring 
it to a brush consistency. 

Factory Whitewash (Interiors)— 
For walls, ceilings, posts, etc. 


(1) Sixty-two pounds (1 bushel) 
quicklime, slake with 15 gallons of 
water. Keep barrel covered _ until 


steam ceases to rise. 
to prevent scorching. 

(2) Two and one-half pounds rye 
flour, beat up in half gallon of cold 
water, then add two gallons of boiling 
water. 

(3) Two and one-half pounds com- 
mon rock salt, dissolve in two and one- 
half gallons of hot water. 

Mix (2) and (3) then pour into (1) 
and stir until all is well mixed. 

This is the whitewash used in the 
large implement factories and recom- 
mended by the insurance companies. 
The above formula gives a product of 
perfect brush consistency. 

Weatherproof Whitewash (Exter- 
iors)—For buildings, fences, etc. 

(1) Sixty-two pounds (1 bushel) 
quicklime, slake with twelve gallons of 
hot water. 

(2) Two pounds common table 
salt, one pound sulphate of zinc, dis- 
solve in two gallons of boiling water. 

(3) Two gallons skimmed milk. 

Pour (2) into (1), then add the 
milk (3) and mix thoroughly. 

Lighthouse Whitewash—(1) Sixty- 
two pounds (1 bushel) quicklime, 
slake with twelve gallons of hot water. 

(2) Twelve pounds rock salt, dis- 
solve in six gallons of boiling water. 


Stir occasionally 


(3) Six pounds of Portland ce- 
ment. 

Pour (2) into (1) and then add 
(3) 


Note: Alum added to a lime white- 
wash prevents it rubbing off. An ounce 
to the gallon is sufficient. Flour paste 
answers the same purpose, but needs 
zine sulphate as a preservative. 
Molasses renders the lime more 
soluble and causes it to penetrate the 
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wood or plaster surface; a pint of mo- 
lasses to five gallons of whitewash is 
sufficient. 

Silicate of soda solution (about 
thirty-five degrees Baume) in the pro- 
portion of one to ten of whitewash 
produces a fireproof cement. 

A pound of cheap bar soap dissolved 
in a gallon of boiling water and added 
to about five gallons of thick white- 
wash will give it a gloss like oil paint. 


PIG TROUBLES. 


The principal causes for loss in our 
pigs are: 

1. Round Worm. 

2. Necrobacillosis Infection. (This. 
means germs that live on dead flesh, 
such as scabs, etc.) 

Bull Nose. 

Nasal Infection. 

Skin Infection. 

Intestinal Infection. (Diarrhoea.) 
Cholera. 

Mixed Infection. 

Tuberculosis. 

And the worst of these is the round 
worm, for it opens the road for all 
types of disease. 

I. Round Worm. To combat the 
losses from round worm it is first nec- 
essary to know the life history of the 
worm. It is one of the lowest forms 
of animal life and lives in four distinct 
different forms, much as do moths and 
butterflies. The egg of the round worm 
is taken into the mouth of the hog, 
passes on into the intestines, develops 
there and hatches into a very small 
worm almost invisible to the naked 
eye. This worm passes through the 
walls of the intestines into the blood 
system and is carried to the lungs 
where it attaches itself to the very fine 
membrane and causes a sort of fester. 
It finally breaks through from _ the 
blood system into the air passages of 
the lungs, is coughed up on the feed- 
ing platform, there develops for a cer- 
tain period of time, is again taken into 
the mouth, passes into the intestines 
and develops into the round worm. The 
two greatest damages caused by the 
round worm are: 1. The inflamma- 
tion that is caused by the worm break- 
ing through the walls of the lungs. 
This opens the road into the blood sys- 
tem for all types of hog disease germs 
which may be present in the air that 
the hog takes into its lungs, as it roots 
around the filthy hog lot. 2. The 
worm in its mature stage lives on the 
food of the hog and retards its growth. 
This second damage may be overcome 
by using worm expellers. 

The eggs of the round worm are 
very difficult to kill. Experiments have 
shown that they may be subjected to 
freezing temperatures of from two to 
sixteen degrees below zero for forty 
days, then defrosted, incubated and 
developed into the adult round worm. 
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Eggs may be cultivated in a ten per 
cent dichromate of potassium solution 
or in a bichloride of mercury solution 
in strengths of one to ten thousand 
also in a two per cent formaldehyde 
solution. This shows you how little 
effect disinfectants have on worm 
-eggs. It has one weak point, however, 
A temperature of eighty degrees Cen- 
tigrade or twenty degrees below the 
boiling point of water will destroy the 
egg in one-half minute. 

To destroy the round worm: 

1. Thoroughly clean the hog house, 
scrape out all the manure and filth on 
the floor and walls. 

2. Scrub thoroughly with plenty of 
boiling hot water. Remember that it 
takes a half minute for boiling hot 
water to kill the egg. Add about one 
can of lye to every thirty gallons of 
water. This acts as a cleanser only 
helps to kill cholera and other germs 
present in the hog house. 

3. Brush down the sow and wash 
the udder before putting her in a far- 
rowing pen. 

4. Move sow and litter from the 
farrowing pen on to a clover pasture 
away from the hog lot when pigs are 
old enough to stand outside weather 
conditions. 

5. <A cheap straw roof shelter may 
be put up which will protect the hogs 
from the heat and cold rain. 

6. Self-feeders and_ self-waterers 
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will prove an efficient means of caring 
for these pigs. Some people haul wa- 
ter with a water wagon from a thresh- 
ing machine engine. 


II. Necro-Baccillus Infection. Nec- 
ro Baccillus is a germ that lives 
on dead flesh. It produces _ bull 


nose, nasal infection, skin and intes- 
tinal infection. When pigs are small 
the intestinal infection causes diar- 
rhoea, which continues often making 
a runt out of the pig. The pig seems 
to wither up so that it has about twice 
as much skin as there is pig. Some 
people have described this wrinkled 
condition of the skin by saying that 
they looked like their pants were com- 
ing off. This form of infection is 
present in Edgar county and causes 
some losses. It is possible to treat this 
infection with semi-solid buttermilk 
feed and with intestinal vermifuges. 
The hog never comes back and makes 
the gain it should when once bothered 
with this infection. The best way to 
handle this is to avoid the original in- 
festations by thoroughly cleaning the 
hog house and getting the pigs out on 
to a new pasture until they are four 
or five months old. Bull nose, nasal 
and skin infections are also the work 
of this germ, but are unimportant as 


compared with the intestinal infec- 
tions. 
III. Vaccination is the best insur- 


ance against cholera. 


IV. Mixed infection does not seem 
to cause serious losses where hogs have 
been vaccinated for cholera. Vaccin- 
ation has been more or less successful 
in treating mixed infection. The best 
remedy is to try to keep the animals 
away from contamination from these 
diseases. 


V. Tuberculosis is transmitted to 
the hogs from following cattle. Some 
cattle are tubercular and hogs should 
not be allowed to follow cows unless 
they are known:to be free from this 
disease. There is not a great deal of 
danger from hogs getting tuberculosis 
from feeder steers as most of these 
cattle come from the range and gener- 
ally are not tubercular. The selection 
of young sows for breeding purposes 
each year will probably clean up your 
tubercular infection in the hog lot. 


‘Since the T.-B. clean-up in Edgar 
county the danger of infection is very 
slight. We will get over the county 
again this summer after which the dis- | 
ease will be almost unknown.

Advantages and Disadvantages of the Self-Feeder 


A Discussion For and Against The Self-Feeder 


Advantage of the Self-Feeder. 
{When Efficiently Built and Properly 
Used) 

1. Saves time and Economizes La- 
bor: 

First—Eliminates the time required 
in feeding through less hauling of feed 
in small quantities and fewer trips with 
these small quantities to the feeding 
pen, and indirectly through an _ in- 
crease in the number of the groups fed. 

Second—Makes unnecessary the ex- 
tra trip to see if the pigs have cleaned 
up their feed allowance. 

Third—May replace entirely in many 
circumstances the system of “slopping,” 
which is very laborious. 

Fourth—May reduce the feeding per- 
iod necessary to take the pigs to a cer- 
tain definite weight, inasmuch as 
through self-feeding the gains are more 
rapid. In 1918, weaning pigs hand-fed 
ear corn and meal on _ alfalfa 
pasture took 206 days to reach 250 
pounds in weight, whereas, their litter 
mates that were self-fed shelled corn 
and meat meal in separate self-feeders 
took only 180 days to reach the same 
weight. Other experiments have shown 
similar tendencies where  self-feeding 
was practiced in comparison with hand- 
feeding. 

Fifth—Less time is required to make, 
repair and clean out the self-feeding 
troughs, inasmuch as in the self-feeding 
scheme shorter troughs are to be limited 


extend self-cleaning. Obviously the 
self-feeder troughs need attention, how- 
ever. 

Sixth—Time is not wasted in looking 
for a place to throw the feed, this be- 
ing especially true in wet weather when 
one feeds on the ground rather than 
on a concrete platform. With the self- 
feeder there is but one place to put the 
feed and that is in the self-feeder re- 
ceptacle. 

2. Distributes the Labor More Ad- 
vantageously: The self-feeders may be 
filled with a wagon load of feed at op- 
portune times, such as on rainy days 
and thus enable the feeder to do in a 
short time on a large scale what would 
take a long time on a small scale. Then 
too, the self-feeders may be filled al- 
most any time of day; whereas in the 
hand-feeding scheme very regular feed- 
ing hours should be observed. 

3. Provides a Natural Way of Full- 
Feeding: Often to insure full-feeding 
the average farm worker is not to be 
trusted. This is especially true in that 
there is a wide divergence of opinion as 
to when a pig is necessarily full-fed. 
The self-feeder keeps feeds before the 
pigs all of the time; in this way one can 
be assured that the pigs always have 
an abundance. It is not a case of being 
hungry today and over-fed tomorrow. 


Conditions should be more uniform 
where the feed is continuously ac- 
cessible. 


A, Permits a Free-Choice System of 
Feeding: The availability of a num- 
ber of feeds to be eaten according to 
the dictates of appetite of swine may 
mean in specialized instances the in- 
creasing of the income from swine. 
This system whereby the pigs have 
free-choice of feeding stuffs has been 
quite generally spoken of as the Iowa 
Free-Choice System of Swine Feeding; 
it has been facetiously referred to as 
the “Cafeteria system.” Hight months 
and four days old pigs weighed 316 
pounds at the Iowa station in 1915, they 
having been fed in dry lot from ween- 
ing time at about two months; they re- 
ceived in separate self-feeders shelled 
corn, meat meal or tankage, whole oats, 
linseed oilmeal, limestone, charcoal, 
and salt, making their gains quite 
cheaply or at a cost of $3.92 a hundred 
pounds on the basis of corn at 50 cents 
a bushel, other feeds in proportion. 

5. Decreases Somewhat Constant 
Attention: This is apart from the 
manual labor required. Self-fed pigs 
usually require a minimum of attention ; 
however this does not absolve the suc- 
cessful swine herdsman from giving 
abundant thought and attention to his 
charges. 

6. More Convenient to Self Than 
Hand-feed: The self-feeder may eli- 
minate to a large extent the “slopping”’ 
process so much in disfavor from the

CHANGE OF NAME.

“How much does it cost to have the 
name of a recorded hog changed?” 

If the request for this change of 
name reaches the office within thirty 
days after the animal is recorded, or 
before the copy of this pedigree has 
been sent to the printer, there is no 
charge made for the change of name. 
However, if the request comes in after 
the copy of the pedigree has gone to 
the printer, it requires even more work 
to make this change on our records 
than it does to record a new applica- 
tion, so it is our custom to charge the 
regular recording fee for an animal of 
the age the animal in question is, at the 
time the change of name is made. 


TRANSFER CERTIFICATES. 


One all recorded animals sold after 
March 1, 1923, pedigree may be de- 
livered to the customer, and a “transfer 
order” covering the sale may be mailed 
to this office. In this case a “transfer 
certificate” is made out and mailed to 
the purchaser certifying that the 
change in ownership of the animal in 
question has been recorded by the Rec- 
ord Association. We advise that the 
purchaser then return the recorded 
pedigree to this office together with 
the “transfer certificate” in order that 
sale may be entered on the recorded 
pedigree and countersigned by the Sec- 
retary, thus making the recorded pedi- 
gree a complete abstract of title.

The close of the third year of the 
Illinois Duroc Association, and _ the 
opening of the fourth demonstrated 
beyond question of a doubt, the potent 
influence this organization has in the 
Duroc affairs of Illinois. The fifty 
men assembled at the Jefferson hotel, 
Peoria, on Friday, April 13, the very 
busiest time of the year, outlined fut- 
ure policies for the breeders of  Illi- 
nois which can only mean advancement 
for the breed so far as Illinois is con- 
cerned. 


Immediately after lunch, the Pres- 
ident, Lewis Rinaker of Modesto, call- 
ed the meeting to order and called on 
J. S. Miles of Petersburg, Superinten- 
dent of Swine, Illinois State Fair; W. 
E. Hedgecock, Peoria County Farm Ad- 
viser; J. H. Checkley, Logan County 
Farm Adviser; Robert J. Evans, Sec- 
retary of the American Duroc Jersey 
Association of Chicago; H. C. Bingham, 
President of the Peoria Exposition; J. 
R. Pfander, Secretary, and Joe Haaga, 
Assistant Secretary, of the National 
Duroc Record Association of Peoria. 

Following the acceptance of the of- 
ficers’ reports, the members passed a 
resolution recommending judges for 
the Illinois State Fair and Central 
States Exposition at Aurora. The 
judges recommended are as_ follows:

We have 
a number of Breed Associations, both 
County and State in nature, but I do 
not know of any that compare with 
the activity that your State Associa- 
tion has shown.

The effort of a single stroke of the 
hammer incessantly continued, makes 
a mountain open the way. The out- 
standing successes in this country to- 
day, in any line of work, are those that 
concentrated along certain lines of en- 


deavor. A tramp can mend an um- 
brella and can tell you all about the 
towns along the line, but who wants 
to walk from town to town mending 
umbrellas. 

Keeping in mind the aforesaid 
thoughts, I wish to outline to you 
briefly, how the Illinois Duroc Associa- 
tion has been founded on three most 
meaning words in the successful con- 
duct of business: ORGANIZATION, 
STANDARDIZATION and INTENSI- 
FICATION, and how well it has suc- 


ceeded. In order to make this — 
more clear, I wish to refer to 
‘the Henry Ford Organization, which 


is recognized as the greatest or- 
ganization in the world of its kind. 

The first step, ORGANIZATION, 
as. mentioned to you, was carried out 
oy Mr. Ford in that he placed together 
under one roof, the leading engineers, 
the leading mechanics, the leading ad- 
vertising experts, and the leading ex- 
ecutive men, in order that these men © 
could carry out and perfect the plans 
as outlined. 

Secondly, this organization stand- 
ardized their work by developing a 
car that could be manufactured at a 
reduced cost, a car that could be as- 
sembled together at less cost, and a 
car that would produce when it got out 
on the road. They did not have a hit 
and a miss program, they adopted a 
certain type of car and proceeded to 
manufacture this car, which has chang- 
ed very little in its fundamental parts 
from the time it first appeared on the 
market. 

Having built their organization, and 
standardized their product, they then 
began to intensify. They did this, 
and are doing this, by trying to sell 
everybody a Ford. The result is that 
today factories and mines are buying 
additional ground for parking space 
for these “‘flivvers” in which their em- 
ployees come and go to work. Driving 
down one of our hard roads recently I 
discovered that sixty out of every 
hundred cars were Fords. 


We would like to impress upon you, 
that we are building a similar organ- 
ization, have standardized the work, © 
and are now ready to intensify the 
work of the Illinois Duroc Association 
so that sixty out of every hundred, not 
Fords but hogs, will be Durocs, and — 
that the other forty make up the dif- 
ferent breeds as the other forty made 
up the other various makes of cars. 

Taking up first, ORGANIZATION, 
as it applies to the Illinois Duroc As- 
sociation, let me compare conditions, 
the first year of this organization as 
compared with the year just closing, 
which represents three years. 

First, at the time that this Associa- 
tion was organized there were but 
twenty-five County Duroc Associations 
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in Illinois. At the present time, there 
are sixty organizations, or in the pro- 
cess of organizing. 

Second, County ee Futurity 
Shows, one of the greatest pieces of 
promotion work that we have in the 
breed, have increased yearly, and the 
noticeable thing about them is this, 
that very seldom do you find a Futur- 
ity in a County where there is no 
County Duroc Association. 

Third, definite breed promotion 
work has been done in all of the 105 
Counties in [Illinois except fourteen 
Counties, according to the census, are 
our smallest hog Counties. 

Fourth, to show the increased inter- 
est in this organization, allow us_ to 
take up the matter of correspondence. 
At the end of the first year, 2,655 first 
class letters were written at this office; 
and at the close of this year, 6,570 
first class letters were written. 19,045 
circulars were sent out the first year; 
but at the close of this year, 31,200 
circulars were sent out. These attra- 
tive circulars, advertising the value of 
Illinois Durocs, were sent to various 
states interested in the purchase of 
more swine. $1,000 of the money that 
you spent for advertising was spent 
in direct mail advertising through- 
out various portions of the Unit- 
ed States, setting forth the bene- 
fits to be derived through the pur- 
chase of Dependable Illinois Durocs. 
You will notice that this office did 
three times the amount of correspon- 
dence this year as compared with the 
first year. 

Fifth, the first year of this organ- 
ization, saw a mailing list of 10,000 
Duroc men. We now have a mailing 
list of 25,000. 

Sixth, the number of sales attended. 
Highty-one sales were attended dur- 
ing the first year for which there was 
practically no charge, and this year 
eighty-nine sales were attended paid 
for by advertising in THE DEPEND- 
ABLE DUROC. 

Seventh, in spite of the increase in 
work, the same force is handling the 
present work as when we started out, 
showing that organization has not only 
_been asked in the field, but has been 
carried out to the extent that three 
times the work is being done in the 
office through organization methods. 

Eighth, nine-tenths of the Secre- 
tary’s time is now spent in the field 
visiting herds, attending meetings, 
helping in local shows, Pig Club Con- 
tests, attending sales, as well as visit- 
ing herds discussing with breeders the 
problem of profitable advertising. 

Now comes the standardizing of the 
work of this Association. Immediate- 
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ly upon organization, various  prob- 
lems that confronted the breeders 
along various lines of promotion en- 
deavor, were past upon, and the wheat 
sifted from the chaff; so that today, 
your Illinois Duroc Association is co- 
operating with the sixty County Duroc 
Associations, with the State Univer- 
sity, with the State Department at 
Springfield, and with the Farm Bur- 
eaus, to the extent that such subjects 
as responsibility in serum manufacture, 
judges for County Shows, judges for 
State Shows, mailing lists, information 
regarding the use of various feeds, 
health regulations, are all matters that 
are taken up with the proper agencies 
for the benefit of our membership. 

So large has this organization be- 
come, that personal contract, is im- 
possible. Your Directors, therefore, 
started THE DEPENDABLE DUROC, 
which delivers every month in 8,000 
homes in every county in Illin- 
ois, a message regarding the benefits 
derived by using Durocs, suggestions 
on better feeding management meth- 
ods, and ideas which’ County Duroc 
Associations can incorporate in their 
program of work. 

Your State Association publication, 
THE DEPENDABLE DUROG, is the 
biggest project that your Association 
has at the present time, and is the 
most important factor telling of the 
development of your Duroc business in 
your state. This publication reaches 
out to the fathermost corners of the 
state, and this circulation covers Illi- 
nois like a blanket until every county 
is saturated with copies of the only 
breed paper owned, controlled, and 
managed by the men that feed and sell 
hogs. 

Let me go into detail with you in 
order that you may have a better idea 
of the profound impression your paper 
has made in the state, and of its un- 
bounded success. The average num- 
ber of Illinois advertisers per issue in 
your paper has been eighty-seven for 
the past year, which is sixty-five more 
than the average number in any other 
advertising medium in the. state. 
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Ninety-eight per cent of these ads 
were written each month by the Sec- 
retary, and emphasize the value and 
appreciation of continuous advertising 
as advocated by this Association. 
These advertisers bought a total of 
240 pages of advertising, which cost 
them approximately $16,000.00. This 
same amount of advertising space in 
any other advertising medium in the 
state would have cost between $24,- 
000.00 and $28,000, and would 
not then have reached the num- 
ber of homes in _ Illinois’ that 
your publication reached, where 
ninety-five per cent of your hogs are 
sold. 

Out of eighty-nine sales, at which 
the various publications were repre-. 
sented, THE DEPENDABLE DUROC 
was represented at eighty-six, which is 
more than twice the number of sales 
represented by any other advertising 
medium in the state, and is more than 
the combined attendance of two of the 
prominent advertising mediums in the 
state. 

At these sales, THE DEPENDABLE - 
DUROC representatives purchased 
more animals, the majority of which 
went into the hands of new breeders 
in new territory, than the combined 
purchases of representatives of other 
prominent advertising mediums in the 
state. Not only was more _§ stock 
bought and shipped into herds in Illi- 
nois but more stock was bought by rep- 
resentatives of THE DEPENDABLE 
DUROC and shipped outside of the 
state, than the stock bought by the 
representatives of other leading ad- 
vertising mediums in the state; to say 
nothing of the sales made at private 
treaty. All of this was done at a very 
small cost. 

This paper is put out to you at cost. 
You have no large over-head to pay 
for since the same force is taking care 
of this as took care of the regular 
Association work. No money is being 
made on this paper. Your Executive 
Committee has just completed a con-

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equal, are much to be desired in fat- 
tening swine. 

8. More Economical Gains Are 
Usually Secured: To put a market- 
able finish on hogs it is best in practi- 
cally all instances to self-feed. The 
feed required for a hundred pounds of 
gain is generally less than when hand- 
feeding twice daily. 

9. A Quicker Finish May Be At- 
tained: This, combined with heavier 
weights for age, puts the fattening 
animals upon the market in the earliest 
possible time; a consummation of the 
feeding operations which is highly de- 
sired. 

10. May Economize in Feeds This 
is true in that gains are more economi- 
cal ordinarily and is likewise true in 
that the feeding may be accomplished 
without unnecessary waste of grain. 
To market in the shortest possible time 
may mean a saving in feed indirectly 
because of the number of days _ less 
feeding required. 

11. Risk, Interest and Depreciation 
May Be Decreased Somewhat: The 
gains are faster, more economical and 
secured with less labor, meaning that 
the hog is placed upon the market at 
the desired weight in the least possible 
time, thus indirectly decreasing the 
risk from disease, lessening the interest 
on the investment and lowering the de- 
preciation charges on equipment per 
hog daily, inasmuch as more hogs may 
use the same eauipment after these 
have gone marketward. The disease, 
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fire, tornado, lightning and other risks 


are assumed for a less time in the self- 


feeding method. 

12. Discourages the Production of 
“Runts”: This is done primarily by 
giving all of the pigs a free and equal 
chance to the feeding trough. If an 
abundance of different kinds of feeds 
are allowed the small pig can balance 
his ration advantageously alongside of 
the big one. If a mixture of feeds is 
furnished, all sizes of pigs being fed to- 
gether, then manifestly this mixture 
that is best for the big hog is out of 
balance for the little pig; hence the 
reason for usually dividing the pigs in- 
to various lots (when hand-feeding) ac- 
cording to age, size, and development, 
rather than keeping uneven individuals 
of different sizes together. In the 
Iowa Free-Choice System it is possible 
but not necessarily advisable to feed all 
sizes together; a combination of corn, 
tankage, or other suitable protein and 
mineral supplement, salt, and pasture 
being most excellently adapted to such 
a procedure. 

138. Promotes Sanitation: The 
ideal successful feeder is arranged so 
that the pigs do not contaminate the 
feed by stepping in it. Good, clean, 
dry feed which flows into the feeder 
trough as it is eaten is much more ac- 
ceptable, from the sanitary standpoint, 
than is that which is thrown out into 
the mud, filth, or which has been wal- 
lowed over by a herd of swine. Unless 
a concrete or other sanitary feeding 


floor is used in the hand method, the 
swine incline to tear up the yards, espe- 
cially in wet weather, in seeking the 
scattered and sometimes lost grains, 
thus making the surroundings  dis- 
agreeably unsanitary. The eating of 
feed from a muddy mire is relatively 
an unpalatable business. 


14. Encourage More Thorough 
Mastication, Giving Pigs Plenty of 
Time, Without Competition, to Eat All 
They Will: The pig that gets the 
chance to take what he needs leisurely, 
according to the dictates of his appe- 
tite, is not likely to “bolt” his grain. 

15. Allows the Swine to Eat More 
Frequently: The young, few-weeks- 
old pig, especially if nature is to be fol- 
lowed, eats, (suckles his mother) many 
many times during the day, often it is 
many times in a few hours. With 
young pigs frequent feeding seems to 
be most acceptable and this is supported 
by some experimental evidence. In 
practice, many would feed growing 
shotes more frequently than twice daily 
were it not for the extra labor involved. 
Inasmuch as the self-feeder eliminates 
the extra labor, the greater frequency 
scheme may be put into execution to 
secure advantage in the economy of 
gains. In a large number of the 
swine production experiments at Ames, 
frequent feedings have been better than 
feeding twice daily. 

16. May Discourage Gorging or 
Overeating: When pigs are hand-fed

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once, or twice, or even three times 
daily, the tendency is for them to eat 


rapidly and gluttonously because of the - 


competition on all sides for the feed al- 
lowance. The gorging habit is mark- 
edly encouraged if the amount of feed 
given is somewhat short of full-feed, 
thus inducing the rapid eaters to sur- 
feit themselves with on over supply of 
nutrients. While some in the herd are 
surfeited in the gorging process, others 
are far short of that, not receiving 
their full share. The surfeit-swelled, 
overfed pigs show their discomfort 
through heavy drinking and general un- 
easiness, while the smaller ones, that 
did not get enough, likewise manifest 
their disapproval by a _ clamorous 
squealing for more grain. 


17. Permits All Swine to Adjust the 
Quantity of Their Ration: The daily 
ration is not accurately adjusted 
in the hand-feeding scheme when the 
pigs are of different sizes, nor even 
when those of the same size (but of 
evident different capacities) are fed in 
groups. No two pigs will daily eat 
absolutely the same amount of different 
feeds or of. a mixture of feed. Full- 
feeding can be approximated with a 
self- feeder even though all sizes eat to- 
gether. 


18. The Amount of Water Drunk is 
Lessened, peculiarly enough, where pigs 
are full-fed, naturally, through the self- 
feeder, they drink somewhat less water 
than where they are hand-fed twice or 
three times daily. This indirectly saves 
considerable pumping, which may be 
costly if done by hand. 


19. May Enlarge the Feed Storage 
Spaces: A self-feeder of large capacity 
may supplement the regular granary or 
crib storage. 

20. Minimizes the Trough and Feed- 
ing Floor Space Necessary: In hand- 
feeding methods where all the pigs eat 
at one time, a foot of trough space may 
feed from three to four little pigs, but 
not more than one, or at the most, two 
big ones; this foot of trough on the 
self-feeder will feed from three to ten 
times as many, inasmuch as self-fed 
pigs may eat at all hours of the day. 
A concrete or other feeding floor, while 
commendable even with the self-feeder, 
is not so urgently necessary, inasmuch 
as the pigs eat from a constantly sup- 
plied trough which is much smaller than 
where the same number of hogs are 
hand-fed. Then, too, the necesary area 
occupied by the self-feeder is much 
smaller than where the pigs are hand- 
fed by the scoop or trough method, 
thus lessening the feeder floor space 
needed. 


21. Feed May All Be Allowed Un- 
der Cover: The self-feeder may be 
placed in the hog house, movable or 
community, or in the combination hog 
and cattle barn or under a “lean to” 
and thus enable the pigs to eat and the 
men to feed*away from:the weather. 
The winter-fed fattening hogs that have 
a warm place in which to eat will make 
more economical gains than if they 
are compelled to be in the open where 
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the cold winds blow and chill them, 
where the rains beat down upon them, 
and where they eat out of the wet and 
dirt. Peculiarly enough, the outside 
fed ones on the zero days will eat much 
less than inside-fed ones;there is little 
question about this. A concrete feed- 
ing floor on the outside does not help 
matters in these respects. The impor- 
tant thing is to keep the hog warm by 
providing suitable shelter, and furnish- 
ing the feed within the shelter; this is 


practically done in the _ self-feeding 
scheme. 
22. May Eliminate the Squealing 


for Feeds: Hungry swine naturally 
squeal loudly, for feed and it may be 
considered advantageous to prevent 
these clamorous appeals. The neces- 
sity of calling the pigs to their feed 
twice daily is likewise rendered un- 
necessary. 

23. Promotes Happiness and con- 
tentment: With the self-feeders full, 
the herdsman may conscientiously leave 
his hogs over Sunday or any other day, 
knowing that everything is well and 
that when the hour of six comes he will 
not need to be at home feeding the 
hogs. Incidentally, the self-fed pigs 
are contented and their contentment 
speaks happiness on the part of their 
owner. 

24. *Present a Pleasing Appearance: 
The self-feeders, if successfully built 
and nicely painted, should in themselves 
add to the attractiveness of the swine 
farm. Then, too, the self-fed swine, 
rightly handled, are usually more sleek 
and healthy in appearance than swine 
hand-fed on identically the same feeds. 


Disadvantages of the Self-Feeder. 

Probably there is no idea or method 
so advantageous and so good but what 
there are attending disadvantages. 
This is true regarding the self-feeder; 
it has some patent disadvantages which 
are enumerated below: 

1. Necessitates Outlay of Material 
Cand Labor in Building: This is but

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self-feeder worth the price?” Our an- 
swer is, “Yes, if properly used.” In the 
long run, with the self-feeder properly 
applied, one saves enough in material 
and labor more than to compensate. It 
is to be said that the more groups of 
hogs there are separately fed, whether 
these groups be large or small, the more 
feeders are required. It is well to em- 
phasize here that one needs less con- 
erte feeding floor with the self-feeder 
_than where hand-feeding is practiced; 
hence a marked saving is thus credit- 
able to the self-feeder. 


2. May be used _ inefficiently: 
With such a handy device as the self- 
feeder available for feeding swine, is it 
any wonder that some swine feeders 
have used it when they shouldnt? Isn’t 
it but human to experiment with a la- 
bor-saving device and thus learn 
through experience just how far one 
may practically proceed in its use? 
This has.happened with the self-feeder, 
as for instance in the feeding of aged 
pregnant brood sows on concentrated 
feeds allowed in the self-fed way. 
These sows most often get too fat un- 
der these too easy conditions of life, 
and thus, being pampered and encour- 
aged to lie around, they do not do jus- 
tice to themselves or to their owner at 
farrowing time, nor thereafter for a 
time. Prospective breeding gilts that 
are being developed from weaning time 
on should not be self-fed on concentra- 
ted feeds for too long a period, else 
they will be likely to fatten unduly 
and show weaknesses of pasterns and 
bone that are tabooed in the breeding 
pen. All this does not mean that brood 
sows and prospective breeding gilts 
cannot be self-fed in any way whatso- 
ever. They may be very properly self- 
fed on roughages like alfalfa or clover 
hay, or on good pasture like alfalfa, 
red clover, rape, bluegrass and others. 
We here emphasize the difficulties ac- 
cruing from the overfeeding of concen- 
trates such as corn grain, milk, tankage 
and such like. 


Heavy, well-grown, laggy or sore- 
footed aged brood sows that are to be 
fattened to a high finish and marketed 
for pork may really in some cases con- 
sume more feed, put on more gains and 
require less feed for 100 pounds of gain 
made where properly hand-fed, even 
though the self-feeding is well done, 
The stimulation of the feeder’s pre- 
sence two or three times a day encour- 
ages such sows to get up and eat; 
whereas if self-fed they may eat only 
once, maybe twice a day, lazily lying 
around the rest of the time. 

One must use his head in a common- 
sense way and mix _ proportionate 
amount of brains or judgement with his 
self-feeder procedures if he would gain 
the most from this highly efficient con- 
trivance. To self-feed properly and 
efficiently involves the correct use not 
only of the equipment, but a correct ap- 
plication of the best methods in feeding. 
Even so commendable a contrivance or 
weapon as the double-barreled shotgun 
-must be used with intelligence and ap- 
plied with much discretion. The self- 
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feeder is a double-barreled affair. 

3. Liklihood of Neglecting Herds: 
The self-feeder in many ways makes 
things too easy and hence the feeder will 
assume that all is well when not justi- 
fied in so assuming. The _ principle, 
“the eye of the master fattens his 
swine,” is no less applicable than it was 
hundreds of years ago. Stolen or 
strayed hogs cannot be sought intelli- 
gently unless one, on his daily visits 
to the self-fed or other pens, first dis- 
covers that there are absent ones. No- 
thing suffices to learn what happens in 
a group in a case like this, excepting 
close observation and rigid inspection. 
Eternal vigilance at the swine pens is 
necessary always in order to note 
changes, big and little, some of which 
may be disastrous if not noted and at-

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tended to. This means daily inspection 
and daily application of remedies. to 
avoid the spread of diseases. i 

4, May Limit EHaércises: This is 
really an advantage in the case of fat- 
tening shoates that are intended for im- 
mediate market. Breeding hogs should 
not be self-fed unless the self-feeding 
scheme is properly modified. If, for 
whatever reason, one wishes his hogs to 
take considerable exercise, he must look 
with suspicion upon the self-feeding of 
concentrated feeds method, but regard 
with enthusiasm the self-feeding of pas- 
ture grasses and forage plants in the 
wide open fields. 

5. May Limit Pasture Consumption: 
This is true for fairly mature hogs, 
brood sows, and breeding boars, but 
not necessarily true of young growing

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pigs. In some of our hand versus self- 
feeding experiments with growing and 
fattening pigs from weaning time to 
200 or 225 pounds marketable weight, 
the self-fed pigs have actually consumed 
more pasture than where hand-fed. 
This is a complicated question, one that 
cannot be disposed of in a few words, 
but we would emphasize that perhaps 
less pasture consumption, under some 
specific conditions, is the most desirable. 
However, for maintenance, or grow- 
ing stuff not intended for the fattening 
pen, the wide use of broad, open fields 
of good pasture is to be commended, 
whereas for fattening stuff, big or little, 
consider the full-feeding method most 
seriously before deciding. 

6. May Decrease Rustling Ability: 
This is self-evident to the practical hog 
man. The heavy, full-feeding of swine 
en concentrated feeds after they have 
reached 75 or 100 pounds weight tends 
to fatten them, and thus make them 
relatively poor rustlers. However, if 
bulky feeds are used, such as whole 
ground oats, the “rustling” tendencies 


may in some cases be increased for a: |: 


time. Very young pigs, suckling or 
just weaned, really make better rust- 
lers in the long run if liberally fed, 
even self-fed for a time. than where 
given limited rations. 

7. Discourages “Carry Over’ or 
Maintenance Procedure: Swine that 
are fattened on the self-feeder are, re- 
latively, poorly adapted to carrying 
over for a later market, or reducing to 
maintenance. Such hogs are not so 


well adapted to following cattle as lim-- 


ited fed and slowly grown ones. This 
is inherently true of full-fed hogs, and 
fortunate is it that self-feeding is such 
an attractive and efficient method of 
full-feeding. Our warning is, “Be care- 
ful to self-fed only when you want 
to full-feed to the best advantage.” 

8. May Necessitate More Prepara- 
tion of Feeds: Some folks have self- 
feeders adapted only to shelled or 
ground grains (or feeds), hence the 
difficulty of shelling or grinding is pre- 
sented. Ear corn, for instance, can 
be self-fed quite efficiently, and special 
feeders are available for this procedure. 
Of course, lumpy feed, in which the 
lumps are extraordinarily large, offers 
a problem in self-feeding through or- 
dinary self-feeders. In most cases 
such material is well hand-fed. Some- 
times swine are self-fed on alfalfa hay, 
for instance, and it is desired often 
that these hogs, brood sows perhaps, 
consume considerable of the protective 
hay. When ground, the hay meal can 
be readily mixed with other ground 
grains and thus self or hand-fed in such 
a way as to gain the advantage sought. 

In case one has shelled corn to self- 
feed, the use of a mixture involving the 
adding of ground alfalfa or tankage 
meal means that the shelled corn must 
be ground and thoroughly mixed with 
these materials, else the pigs are likely 
to pick out the shelled corn, or vice 
versa, depending on conditions of 
growth and _ development.—[Bulletin 
208, Iowa State College.

The Last Call

There is no fun or satisfaction in do- 
ing anything unless you have to plug 
to beat the band to get it done. So we 
are going to receive our full share of 


pleasure and reward when we have 
completed the job at hand, which is 
filling the 1923 Futurity Shows. Early 
in the vear it was announced that we 
were out to smash all records for total 
number of Futurity Shows held in one 
year. And we are going to break that 
record or bust something else in the 
effort. At present we are over part of 
the hill. We have succeeded in making 
arrangements to put on one hundred 
and seventy futurities of the various 
classes. This is more futurity shows 
than has ever been accepted in any one 
year previous. Now if the breeders will 
only come across and do their part by 
nominating the required number of 
herds, there will be more Duroc pigs on 
exhibit at the various fairs than ever 
before. And there will be more futurity 
premium money distributed among the 
Duroc men than in any other one year. 

These Futurity shows give the breed- 
ers an opportunity for boosting the 
breed that should not be passed up.

April pigs will not be at any 
material disadvantage this fall; so 
those who have been holding back on 
this account should get their nomina- 
tions in now before it is too late. 

Other reasons have also interfered 


with futurity nominations. The wea- : 
ther has been mean, roads in poor — 
shape, making travel difficult and con- 
ditions are not as many of us would | 
like to see them. However, none of 
these difficulties should prevent us 
from making 1923 a banner year for 
our breed by holding a record number 
of futurity shows. The roads and the 
weather are not so bad but what they 
could be worse. Times may be tough — 
but if we do not keep going to improve 
them, they may get tougher than a

Making That Farm Tour and Picnic A 


One of the most popular types of 
meeting has been the so-called farm 
teurs or excursions. The following 
suggestions pertaining to these tours 
are offered from the experience of the 
past: 

Schedule tours early in season be- 
fere dust becomes heavy. Usually the 
second or third week in June after 
the corn has been cultivated about 
twice is the most favorable time. 

Have a definite purpose for the 
tour, including preferably not more 
than two or three main objects. 

Avoid spending too much time in 
travel. Have the stopping places with-

tive for each stop. 


Someone should visit every prospec- 
tive stopping place beforehand, get- 
ting all of the main facts in connection 
with the demonstration to be observed. 
Definite information is necessary for 
presentation to those attending the 
tour. 

Get the farmer, owner or person 
conducting the demonstration to make 
a statement if possible and see that the

Have one leader for the whole trip, 
preferably the county agent or some- ;

| PIGS

“When are mineral supplements to be 
‘ecommended? 

Mineral supplements are to be rec- 
mmended where the pigs do not have 
wecess to tankage, milk, or bluegrass, 
ape or legume pastures. 

Why are minerals needed? 

Mineral supplements are needed be- 
‘ause strength of skeleton and milk 
wroduction demand calcium and phos- 
yhorus in the feed and a suitable re- 
ation between the amounts of these 
wo mineral elements. The cereal 
‘rains and their byproducts are poor 
n calcium, while tankage, skim milk 
ind legume pastures and hays are rich 
n calcium. The cereal grains and 
egume pastures and hays are fairly 
ich in phosphorus while skim milk, 
ankage, wheat byproducts, linseed 


neal and soybeans are rich in phos- 


yhorus. 

For pigs in dry lot shall legume hays 
ve used to add to the mineral content 
if the ration? 
‘Yes, it is good practice to feed two 
o five per cent of bright, leafy legume 
lays to pigs not having access to good 
yasture. Lameness, rickets or partial 
yaralysis resulting from mineral de- 
iciencies may be prevented by feed- 
ng legume hays. Choice legume hays 
nake efficient and cheap mineral, pro- 
ein, and vitamin supplements. 


TON LITTER SUGGESTIONS 


Careful attention and proper feed- 
ng must be given the pigs entered in 
he Ton Litter club if they reach the 
veight of a ton at six months of age. 

The young pigs should be fed in a 
reep before weaning. Shelled corn 
wt all times and a slop feed two or 
hree times daily before weaning will 
Wing pigs to weaning time at eight to 
en weeks of age so that they will not 
niss their dams. 

In the early part of the feeding 
yeriod give the young pigs all the milk 
hey will drink and if available it can 
ye full fed to advantage until. the pigs 
veigh 150 pounds, when the quantity 
hould be limited. Amounts of milk 
ibove one gallon per head daily are 
tiven at an added expense. As the 
jigs grow during the summer gradual 
ncreases in the ration should be made. 
Make the pigs clean up their feed at 
‘ach feeding. Pigs that do not clean 
ip their feed during hot weather will 
1ot make the best gains. 

The ration should, in most cases, 
consist of corn, milk or tankage, and 
ats or wheat middlings. Other feeds 
nay be used in small quantities to in- 
rease the daily food consumption. 
jorn is the cheapest, most palatable 
‘rain and should be full fed at most 
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all times with the proper amounts of 
supplemental feeds. Milk when avail- 
able on the farm is better to use than 
tankage because increased gains can 
be secured by its use. 

One-third to one-half pound of 
tankage is enough for full feeding. 
Oats, ground and sifted, soaked or 
scalded, or flour wheat middlings (not 
brown shorts) when added to the ex- 
tent of one to two pounds daily per 
pig, will increase the rate of gain but 
will not make the gains any cheaper. 
Good fresh pasture, preferably alfal- 
fa, clover or rape, should be used in 
addition to the above ration. A lib- 
eral supply of fresh water at all times 
and protection from the hot sun also 
will assist in securing the best results. 
—l[J. B. Rice, Animal Husbandry De- 
partment, U. of I. 


SOYBEANS AND SOYBEAN OIL- 
MEAL FOR PIGS 


Soybeans and soybean oilmeal give 
promise of providing hog feeders with 
a valuable protein supplement. They 
may be used to partially replace tank- 
age, skim milk and other protein sup- 
plements. The recognition of their 
value has resulted in many inquiries 
concerning their place in the pig’s ra- 
tion. The following statements con- 
cerning their value and use are based 
upon feeders’ observations and the 
records of experimental work. 

PREPARATION 

1. Soybeans should be ground to 
secure their full feeding value. They 
may be ground with greater ease when 
they are mixed with corn. 

PALATABILITY AND RATE OF 

GAINS 

2. A ration containing ground soy- 
beans or soybean oilmeal is less palata- 
ble and produces less rapid gains than 
a ration containing either tankage or 
milk. The palatability of soybeans 
may be improved by mixing them with 
other feeds. The extraction of the oil 
from the soybeans increases their 
palatability and feeding value. 

AMOUNTS TO FEED 

3. Pigs that are being fed a full 
ration of corn in the dry lot should be 
given one-half to two-thirds pound of 
ground soybeans daily per head. Soy- 
beans oilmeal should be fed to such 
pigs at the rate of one-half pound daily 
per head. Brood sows should be fed 
about the same amounts during the 
gestation period. The above figures 
may be cut in half for full-fed pigs 
running on pasture. 

THEIR VALUE 

4. A ton of ground soybeans is 
fifty-four and fifty-six per cent as val- 
uable as a ton of tankage in supple- 
menting corn. 

5. Ground soybeans are slightly 
more valuable pound for pound than 
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linseed oilmeal as a 
corn. 

6. Soybean oilmeal is eighty-two to 
eighty-four per cent as valuable as 
tankage. 

NECESSITY OF MINERAL SUPPLE- 
MENT 

7. It pays to use a mineral supple- 
ment when soybeans or soybean oil- 
meal are fed with grain to pigs that 
do not have access to pasture or a 
leguminous hay. 

HOGGING-DOWN CORN AND SOY- 
BEANS 

8. Soybeans grown with corn for 
hogging-down purposes provide some 
protein supplement for fall feeding. 

9. A rather late maturing and non- 
shattering variety of soybeans should 
be used. 

10. The yield of corn is usually re- 
duced somewhat by growing soybeans 
with corn. This reduction in yield 
about equals the yield of soybeans in 
most years. 

11. More rapid and in most cases 
more economical gains have been pro- 
duced when some tankage is fed in ad- 
dition to or in place of soybeans in 
field feeding. Some protein supple- 
ment should be fed with corn and soy- 
beans in the field when the pigs do not 
have the run of a good pasture while 
hogging-down. 

12. Rape, sown at last cultivation, 
has been seeded at less expense, re- 
duced the yield of corn less, and has 
given more rapid and cheaper gains 
than soybeans planted with corn for 
hogging-down purposes.

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TRIMMING THE FEET 


One of the most unfortunate condi- 
tions for the success of any herd is 
the building of a reputation for infer- 
ior underpinning. Poor feet and 
crooked legs is one of the surest and 
quickest ways to prevent a successful 
building of a reputation as a producer 
of desirable breeding stock. Most of 
our good breeders lay particular stress 
upon the importance of good feet, 
strong pasterns and straight legs and 
most of these breeders insist upon good 
action in the hogs they own, a condi- 
tion that is largely regulated by the 
condition of the feet. 

One of the most successful breeders 
and showmen of the country has the 
following to say relative to the im- 
portance of keeping the feet trimmed. 

“Many good hogs become lame 
through the failure of their owners to 
properly trim their feet in the spring 
of the year or at any time when the 
toes become too long. The need of 
trimming is regulated in a large meas- 
ure by the condition of the soil and its

Our spring 
pigs sired by Col. Educator have the 
right type, and we are raising seventy 
from ten sows. Have one litter out of 
a Col. Pathfinder Jr. sow that will 
make somebody step some this fall in 
the Futurity Show. We have another 
litter out of the Grand Champion sow 
that was farrowed the 12th of April 
that are good. 

“The fall gilts are coming along fine 
now. We have them on sixty acres of 
good pasture, with some grain and 
tankage, and they are sure making a 
rapid growth. We have forty sired by 
Col. Educator and Col. Pathfinder Jr. 

“The two gilts we showed at our 
bred sow sale are coming along very 
nicely; the March 28th gilt stands thir- 
ty-nine inches high and weighs 500 lbs., 
and the April 16th gilt is 374% inches 
tall and weighs 450 lbs. We expect to 
show them. 

“The pig crop in this part of the 
County is not over fifty per cent, and 
most of them are all weaned and the 
sows bred for fall litters. It looks like 
we would have good fall sales this year 
as the pig crop is not so large, and I 
believe there is more corn being put 
out as there were so many clover fields 
frozen out.”

“You should see Wilco, as I call him; 
he weighed 485 lbs. yesterday, making 
him fourteen months old, with nine 
and a half inch bone. He is not fat 
either, everybody says he is far the best 
boar I ever owned, and his pigs show 
that. If there is a better boar in 
southern Illinois, I would like to see 
him.” 


Seale Has Lots of Cols. 


‘My Durocs are coming fine, and 
have forty-five pigs from seven sows,” 
writes David R. Seale, of Weston, Illi- 
nois. “I have a fine litter by High 
Sensation Jr., the Tautz boar, and one 
by Our Supreme Col., owned by J. C. 
Everett. . 

“T have a gilt by Great Col. I Am, 
and out of a Great Col. dam that sure 
is a good one. She weighed 410 lbs. 
when she was a year old, and was six- 
ty-five inches long.” 
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Help Your Auctioneer Promote Your 


If you would have a successful public 
Duroc sale, help your auctioneer. I 
know that most of the breeders have 
carefully weighed the various methods 
of selling their product. They have 
concluded that there is but one way to 
realize the best results, and that is to 
sell at public auction. In public auc- 
tion there is competition. Competition 
is the life of any trade. 


My experience in the auction busi- 
ness has put me face to face with two 
outstanding facts. First, there are 
just as many sales where the property 
brings more than was expected as 
there are sales where the property 
brings less than expected. Secondly, 
men come to sales as spectators, but 
often leave the sale the owner of two 
or more hogs. You would never have 
sold hogs to these men at private 
Many times these men have 
been raisers of another breed of hogs, 
but the reason that they buy these 
hogs is because they are better hogs 
than the ones that they have at home, 
and they didn’t know what you had 
until they followed the crowd to your 
sale. 

From these two keynote facts, it is 
very evident that your first job in the 
promotion of your sale is to only put 
up the best that you have, and sell the 
culls to the packer or to some one 
that does not care for the papers. 
Don’t let the papers go with the culls. 
In other words, don’t sell your culls 
as pure breds, but as grades. We must 
do this if we would keep the regis- 
tered pure breds up to the standard 
that tthey should meet. Inferior ani- 
mals in your sale does not only give 
a bad impression of your herd, but 
puts a black eye on the industry in 
your community. A poor sale offer- 
ing has a depressing effect on an en- 
tire community. An outstanding sale 
offering stimulates an entire com- 
munity on to greater endeavor. 

It is- the object of a competent auc- 
tioneer to get the best out of the va- 
rious agencies at your sale in the way 
of competition and money, to obtain for 
you a good price for your product. 
But how can a sale force beg and plead 
to the buyer on the benches and the 
field man with mail orders for good 
hogs, to pay big prices for hogs when 
they remind the spectators of goats. 
When you go out to buy you want 
something better than you have at 
home. Make your public sale the show 
ring for your years Duroc breeding ef- 
forts. A public Duroc sale has an ad- 
vantage in that you sell your surplus 
at one time and you dispose of it, 
and you get more publicity selling one 
public sale than five years of selling 
at private treaty.. However, let this be 
the right kind of publicity by putting 
out the desirable kind of Durocs. 


Business 
By L. L. SEELY, Duroc Salesman 


There are a great many things that 
the breeder must do and which he 
alone is entirely responsible for, each 
one of which properly done, adds just 
that much more assurance of a proper- 
ly conducted, profitable public sale. 
First, he must have a well grown out 
thrifty looking bunch of hogs to sell. 
Just make your Durocs good, selecting 
the right type, and they will always 
sell. Good Durocs are always in 
demand. 5 

If you would expect people to come 
tc your sale, you must give it proper 
publicity. After selecting your auc- 
tioneer and _ field representatives, 
thereby securing a date which is mutu- 
ally agreeable to the different forces 
working for the promotion of your 
breed, plan a local advertising cam- 
paign. By all means see that every 
person interested in better hogs in 
your vicinity knows that you are go- 
ing to have a sale, and see that they 
are invited. 

Your sale should be held in a com- 
fortable place. That means that your 
crowd is in a good humor and will 
lend a willing ear to the pleas of the 
selling force to stock up on the good 
Durocs that you are offering for sale. 
Entertain your visitors to the best of 
your ability, for if there is anything 
a man likes it is attention, whether it 
is at home or elsewhere. It makes him 
feel welcome and that you have a per- 
sonal interest in him, and naturally he 
will be more ready to buy. : 

Have your sale ring off the ground. 
Do not get it too large, and have your 
crowd seated as close to the sale ring 
ag possible, and do not make your auc- 
tioneer stand too far away from the 
crowd. 

I would like to see every man have 
the transfer and pedigree ready for 
the purchaser as soon as the hog is

sold. Breeders often get careless about 
sending papers, and that discourages 
the new man. If the papers are 
ready at the sale, the purchaser is 
satisfied, and he will of course ad- 
vertise your terms and courtesy shown 
him at your sale. 

I firmly believe that we have been 
selling through the low tide and con- 
scientiously feel that we will have bet- 
ter sales this coming year provided we 
offer a well grown, thrifty looking 
bunch of hogs that look as if they 
could go through a winter. 

From the reports that I have been 
receiving from breeders, it looks as 
if we have about a_ sixty percent 
spring pig crop. Such being the case, 
there will be a greater skirmish for 
Durocs in the fall, and that will make 
the good Durocs in greater demand. 
The man that gets discouraged now 
and lays out for a while, will be the 
loser. It is not the man that gets 
in and out of the pure-bred business 
that makes the money, but it is the 
man that stays on the job and breeds 
hogs and has the incentive and am- 
bition to make better Durocs every 
year, who invariably has his business 
on a paying basis. 

And, remember this, the world can’t 
get along without the pork producer, 
and while the road looks pretty long 
right now because of up-set market 
conditions, there will surely be a turn, 
and it is for you to cash in when the 
turn comes, if you are ready. 

So I say to you, Mr. Duroe Breeder, 
if you want a successful Duroc year 
and if you want to take out of the 
risk of a losing sale and help your 
auctioneer promote your business one 
hundred percent, go out into that feed 
lot and get those pigs, big, rugged, 
growthy and thrifty for your coming

State Fair offers premiums, let me say 
the following :— 


“This Committee will seek the ad- 
vice of the best Duroc breeders, judges 
and Breed Paper Editors, regardless of 
their place of residence, because of 
their expert knowledge and interest 
in the breed, and also because the type 
then fixed upon, without doubt, should 
be the best type for any and all states. 
Among the purposes hoped to be ac- 
complished by the fixing of type are 
the following :— 

First—It is believed it will help the 
purchaser of such hogs from the breed- 
er. You want him to be a booster. 
Yet how foolish it is to sell him some 
high priced hogs and then have him 
see his money destroyed by @ judge 
who ‘does not like that type.’’ There 
are enough uncertainties at best, so 
why not try to protect your customers 
by trying to eliminate this particular 
uncertainty. And do you know how 
many possible customers you have lost 
because of that uncertainty? 

Second—It puts control of the 
breeder’s business in the hands of the 
breeder, because the breeders alone 
will fix or change the type of the hogs 
they show or sell; and help select 
Judges who will give ribbons to that 
type. 

Third—It will help bring all Illin- 
ois Duroc Breeders into the State As- 
sociation, because therein, only, will 
they have a voice in fixing and chang- 
ing type, and in selecting Judges at 
the State Fair to give the prizes to 
Durocs of the type the Breeders have 
fixed. 


Fourth—It will help solidify [lin- 
ois Duroc Breeders so they may de- 
mand and receive, the consideration 
and premiums to which they are en- 
titled instead of being threatened with 
reductions in premiums. 

Fifth—It will help to maintain Illin- 
ois Duroc Breeders as the leaders in 
Duroc matters because type fixing, 


largely, has been a matter of the judg- 
ment of individual judges. For ex- 
ample, when Prof. Mumford placed 
Qrion Cherry King Jr. ahead of Great 
Wonder in 1916 (I think). [Illinois 
Breeders are leading today. They 
alone have established their own breed 
paper and maintain their own field- 
man; and all without seeking to make 
a profit off the breeder. All credit is 
due to the men who established these 
agencies for the upbuilding of Illinois 
Durocdom! Let us blaze the way for 
further advancement. Let us put the 
business on a solid foundation and 
each of us will share in better and 
more profitable business.”

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MAKING THAT FARM TOUR AND 
PICNIC A WINNER 
(Continued from page 2.) 
tour so as to string the automobiles 
apart farther. The speed of the pro- 
cession, once well started, should be 
held to fifteen to eighteen miles, thus 
giving everyone a chance to see the 

farming activities- 

The nature of the tour is such that 
anyone going along may enter or drop 
out at any time, but it is advisable 
tc announce that those wishing to drop 
out before the end of the tour should 
be the last ones away from a stopping 
place. In this way the crowd will not 
follow those who expect to drop out. 

Estimate carefully the amount of 
time to be allowed at each place and 
the time required to travel between 
the stopping places, making due al- 
lowances for delays, and stick strictly 
to schedule. See that the necessary 
details are complete at all stops. 

Prepare a definite schedule in print- 
ed form. Have this published and also 
have an extra supply prepared so that 
a copy may be given to each person 
in the tour. 

Provide for a picnic lunch if pos- 
sible at some suitable stopping place 
such as a good shady lawn or a grove. 
Arrange to have the principal talk or 
speech at that time. The noon stop is 
also an excellent place for a talk on 
household equipment. 

The use of a whistle for announcing 
the time of leaving each place is com- 
mon. Have it understood that the tour 
will move on promptly upon signal. 

Help from outside may. be used 
sparingly. County agents and home 
demonstration agents from neighbor- 
ing counties can often be used to a 
very good advantage. A man to lead 
the discussion regarding soils, crops 
and other farm demonstrations, a wo- 
man to lead the discussion regarding 
home projects and a special speaker 
for the noon meeting should be suf- 
ficient. 

Four lines of advertising are help- 
ful. Windshield stickers of size 6x12 
inches or 6x14 inches printed in black 
and white which can be had for $7 to 
$9 per thousand make one of the best 
ways of advertising the tour. Local 
newspapers will, as a rule, print the 
schedule of stops. A special notice, 
such as a mimeographed letter to all 
members, is also worth-while. 

In choosing the places where the 
stops are to be made it is always well 
to be careful that the points empha- 
sized are only those that are com- 
mendable. To criticize even mildly 
any practice on the farm will result 
in dampened ardor on the part of the 
man whose place is being visited.

A Few Special Precautions in Plan- 
ning Picnics Are as Follows: 


Provide plenty of good drinking 
water. 

Start program at scheduled time. 

If no other special attraction is 
scheduled for the forenoon, have some 
of the sports at that time to draw the 
crowd. 

Do not have a speaking and music 
program of more than an hour and a 
half or at the most, two hours in 
length. 

Have platform and seats arranged 
in shade. 

Keep crowd from getting on four 
sides of the platform. 

Keep all concessions and noise mak- 
ing apparatus away from speaking 
place. 

Have organized play for youngsters 
during program but have it far enough 
away, so as not to interfere with the 
program. 

Have some one definitely in charge 
and responsible for each part of pro- 
gram. 

Provide ushers to seat crowd. 

Have badges for officials. Those 
acting as police, ushers and in charge 
of games, etc. can handle crowd bet- 
ter if provided with badges. 

In big picnics, start car parking 
early. 

Keep all cars 200 feet or more away 
from speakers stand. 

Make careful arrangements for ac- 
commodating and entertaining invited 
guests and speakers.

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FACTS PERTAINING TO MANAGE-

content of gravel or gritty substances. 
In a soil containing a great deal of 
gravel, the feet generally will wear 
down to the proper length of their own 
accord, during the spring and summer 
months when there is no snow covering 
the ground. Hogs that are raised on 
soils which contain little or no gravel, 
such as characterizes a great portion of 
the corn belt, it is necessary that arti- 
ficial means be used to keep the toes 
of the hogs at proper length to prevent 
weakening of the pasterns, cracking of 
the hoofs and the resulting lameness. 
I have seen many hogs lamed because 
of broken toes when the _ difficulty 
might have been avoided through trim- 
ming. 


“Tt is not much trouble to trim a 
hog’s foot. If it is an old hog, I put 
a rope in his mouth over the upper 
jaw in a slip knot and tie him to a 
post. He naturally will pull back on 
the rope and will thus be solidly held 
so the work may be done. I have 
always found one of the best instru- 
ments for trimming feet is a pruning 
knife and also a shoemaker’s rasp is 
helpful for filing down the hoof. Some 
breeders use a crate for holding a hog 
to trim his feet with a sort of false 
bottom to permit his legs to protrude 
below the crate when it is raised by 
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means of a block and tackle. I have 
never tried this system, but the prin- 
ciple is right and I presume it would 
work all right. The manner in which 
the hog is held makes no difference, so 
long as it is possible to get at the feet 
and do a good and thorough job of the 
trimming. 


“It is necessary always to trim the 


hogs toes on the bottom side and care. 


should be taken to see that they are 
filed straight across. It is known that 
a good blacksmith always is careful to 
see that a horse’s hoof is kept level 
and the same is necessary in trimming 
the hog’s hoof. Care should be taken 
to prevent making one toe shorter than 
the other, as by so doing there is prob- 
ability of developing a crooked foot. 
If the hog has any tendency to be 
pigeontoed, the condition may be im- 
proved by proper trimming. Of if the 
hog is inclined to toe-in the defect 
may be corrected by trimming the in- 
side of each toe a little shorter than 
the outside and vice versa, if he is 
inclined to toe-out. 


“The trimming of the hogs’ feet 
should be made a part of herd conduct 
just as the practice of trimming horses 
feet is followed by those who handle 
large herds of horses. The horsemen 
eliminate many foot troubles by the 
practice of spring trimming and hog- 
men may do likewise. 

“Proper management of the hog 
equipment may go a long way toward 
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keeping the feet in good condition. 
If there is a cement feeding floor or 
alley, it is well to so arrange the fences 
as to require the sows and pige to tra- 
vel over this floor when going to their 
feed, water trough or returning to the 
pasture. 


“It is a distressing sight to see a 
so-called showman come to the fair 
with badfooted hogs when the trouble 
could have been eliminated by trim- 
ming at the proper time. The logical 
time to trim a hog’s feet is in the 
spring as the hoofs are comparatively 
soft at that time and it is much easier 
to trim them in the proper manner. 


“It is suggested that hogs feet may 
be trimmed quite short without injury, 
many breeders coming so close that 
blood starts from the hoofs. Another 
advantage of trimming the feet in the 
spring before the ground becomes hard 
and rough is that there is less likeli- 
hood of lameness resulting from feet 
trimmed close. 


Avoid Stunting Pigs in Weaning 

When pigs are between three and 
four weeks of age I arrange a little 
stall or creep in the hog house so that 
the pigs can get into it all right, but 
the sow is not able to enter. In this 
stall I have two small self-feeders; in 
one I put shorts and pig meal, about 
two gallons of shorts and one-half gal- 
lon of pig meal mixed dry. In the

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other one I place tankage and then 
a little shelled corn on the floor. 


The little pigs quickly learn where 
the feed is, and in a very short time 
are eating lots of feed, and are still 
suckling the sow. 

As the pigs grow older, I give them 
as much shelled corn as they will eat 
clean morning and evening, making 
two feeds a day of this and also let 
them run to the self-feeders of shorts, 
pig meal and tankage. 

A short time after the pigs are 
weaned, I cut out the pig meal and let 
them run to the shorts, tankage and 
plenty of corn to push them right 
along. It takes plenty of feed to make 
the pigs grow and develop rapidly and 
we must use it right. None of us have 
learned how to grow pigs and develop 
them without feeding plenty of feed. 

With about thirty pigs, in this way, 
I can take better care of them than if 
they were all together. There is a 
great deal in the breeding that makes 
the hog, but there is more in feeding 
him just right for best development. 

The persons that will handle and 
feed their hogs in this manner and 
watch their bowels to see that they 
are always in right condition and keep 
up splendid appetities, will have no 
trouble in having runts on their hands, 
as there is no necessity for it. It is 
poor feeding and short feeding at the 
proper time that produces runts in the 
litters.

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Developing Pigs 

I will give you our method of hand- 
ling and feeding pigs after weaning in 
as few words as I possibly can. 

Shortly after they are weaned, the 
boars are separated from the gilts. At 
this time we also separate the good 
male pigs that we expect to keep for 
breeding purposes. The small and in- 
ferior ones are castrated and put in 
a pasture by themselves, with the gilts 
that are rejected for brood sows. 


As they grow older any of the boars 
or gilts that fail to develop properly 
are rejected and put in with the lot 
that are to be fed for the market. We 
now have them in three separated pas- 
tures, boars, gilts and feeders. 


As to our method of feeding, the 
pigs have a pen where they creep in 
where the old sows cannot get. Here 
they are fed rolled oats and a little 
shelled corn as soon as they will eat 
it. They are fed in this way until 
they are weaned. Of course the amount 
is increased as the pigs demand it. 

-After they are weaned and sepa- 
rated, the males are fed on a slop 
which consists of one-half whole 
ground oats, one-fourth rolled oats, 
one-fourth wheat middlings, to which 
we add salt enough to season, but not 
too much, or they will refuse to eat it. 
We soak this from one feed to the 
next. We give them just about all 
they will eat at a meal and yet leave 
none in the trough, with alfalfa and

blue grass pasture. They surely do 
grow. As to feeding corn at this time 
will depend on how fat you want to 
keep them. One ear of corn to the 
head will be plenty, with the above 


,feed of slop. Our own boar pigs got 


too fat with the corn last year, so we 
took the corn away during the lat- 
ter part of July and all of August. 
After the gilts fed for brood sows are 
weaned, they are first put on a good 
bluegrass pasture and given one-fourth 
of the feed in corn fed dry, the bal- 
ance consisting of ground oats soaked 
from one feed to another, whole oats 
dry and tankage dry in a self feeder. 
As the weather gets cold in the fall, the 
soaked oats is left out and more whole 
oats is fed dry. Pigs fed for market 
after weaning are fed on corn, a small 
amount of whole oats dry and run to 
a self-feeder of tankage, plenty of 
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pasture, water and salt at all times. 


We have been successful in feeding 
pigs for market in this way. In the 
latter part of the feeding period, the 
oats is left out and more corn is fed. 


For conditioner we give our hogs 
wood ashes, corn cob charcoal and salt. 
We keep salt before our hogs at all 
times, which we think is very impor- 
tant. 


We are not bothered a great deal 
with worms in pigs when we use the 
capsule which has the individual dose. 
We save 160 pigs from twenty-three 
sows which is doing very good.

If by the 
double treatment, it must have been 
done more than thirty days prior to 
the date of shipment, if by the single 
treatment, it must have been done less 
than thirty days prior to the date of 
shipment. 

The original certificate must be sent 
to the chief Veterinarian of Illinois, 
Dr. F. A. Laird, Springfield, and one 
copy of the certificate must accompany 
the shipment of the animals or they 
will not be permitted on the grounds. 

All hogs exhibited must come from 
a fully vaccinated herd, as no hogs 
will be allowed to show where hogs at 
home are not yaccinated.

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Big Type Durocs. Yes or No? 


At the present time there seems to 
be quite a little discussion on this 
particular topic among the breeders. 
It seems very clear to me that we 
must answer the question in the af- 
firmative. Surely none of us would 
be content to purchase for our own 
use a male pig or a bunch of open gilts 
in the fall sales if we knew the sires 
and dams of the animals were of the 
medium type. No, we would hesitate 
about letting go of the cash on that 
kind of a proposition. Knowing that 
our large type sires and dams do not 
always produce the large ones or larg- 
er ones than themselves, we would be 
afraid that the produce of _ the 
medium type animal might be smaller 
than the said seed stock. 

We would not take any chances. 
We would look for the herd boar and 
the herd dams that we knew were sired 
and dammed by the large ones. How 
about our good friend and customer, 
the farmer? Do you really think he 
wants that kind, either? Did you ever 
see that class of trade—and you know 
the breeder does not bid on or buy 
that small type stuff, privately or in 
public auction unless the price was less 
or no more than the price of grade 
stock in that community? You know, 
yes, it happened at your sale or else 
all during your private selling season 
and you wondered why you did not 
receive one-third more for your good 
pigs. The answer was you had the 
medium type and your customer want- 
ed the big type seed stock. 

Did you have any big type seed 
stock that you could not sell at a good 
profit? You know they always pay 
more for the big ones if they have

quality. Don’t kid yourself into think- 
ing your hogs are too large. If you 
do you will fool yourself out of a nice 
bank balance, besides having a lot of 
hogs on hand that no one wants to buy 
for herd material. Did you ever hear 
a farmer, feeder or breeder complain 
that his pigs were too large? 

When a buyer goes to a Pure Bred 
sale he expects to see them larger than 
his are at home, especially if he is rais- 
ing grades, and if he buys them he is 
going to insist that he gets them larger 
than the ones at home.For that kind 
he will pay more. That is the reason 
he considers a change. But if you 
show him only the medium kind, he 
buys, how? Dirt cheap or not at all. 
Who is hurt? Both seller and buyer. 
Present and future. 

What does he raise hogs for? To 
consume the crops he raises on the 
farm. What he wants is the kind that 
make more pounds on the same 
amount of feed and this can not be 
done with the smaller type. . It will 
produce pounds but not more pounds. 
The time is right now that we must 
look more to the quality and size of 
our Durocs lest we fall. You never 
saw the demand more strong for the 
big kind with quality than it is today 
and you will also find them very 
scarce. The breeder that sells the big 
type this season is the fellow that 
takes in the coin. He is the most talk- 


ed of man of all and the fellow with. 


the small kind is the guy that gets the 
kind of- advertising from his friends 
that he does not want. 

The farmer and feeder is the fellow 
that decides the question, and all you 
have to do is to watch him in his pur- 


chases and you will see right off the 
bat that they do not make them too big 
for him. Sure the big ones do not 
always sell at the top of the market, 
but if the little ones did not bring the 
top of the market, or near it (and I 
have seen a lot of the smaller ones 
miss the top a lot) there would not be 
much Jeft when you get figured up. 
You know the commission man charges 
as much to sell a small one as he does 
a large one. But what about the big 
ones? Suppose you do take forty 
cents a hundred off the top and you 
have twice the weight. It just means 
this, you have had a profit on more 
feed consumed in the same length of 
time with the same labor and that is 
what you are after. For example, I 
will give you twice instances: _ ; 

Two farmers in the west side of 
Peoria, Co., namely, Harry L. Reed, 
Brimfield, Ill, and Oakes & Oakes, 
Laura, Ill. Men who feed their grain 
to hogs and use Pure Bred Duroe 
boars and sows to produce their feed- 
ers from. 

This last winter Oakes & Oakes 
shipped to the Chicago market sixty 
head-of pure bred Duroes that averag- 
ed 395 pounds, each. They weighed 
three of the heaviest, one at a time, 
and they weighed 490 pounds each. 
The oldest in this lead was eleven and 
one-half months and some were only 
ten months of age. All were sired by 
a son of Pathfinder’s Prince and a son 
of Pathmarker and out of pure bred 
dams. At the same time Harry L. 
Reed shipped to the same market 
thirty-four head that averaged 355 
pounds, each. The two heaviest were 
weighed by the boys just to see how 
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big they really were and they weighed 
480 and 500 pounds, respectively. 
There were none in this lead over 
eleven months and some were only ten 
months. All were sired by the son of 
Pathfinder’s Prince mentioned above. 
All the dams of the pigs were from big 
type hogs, as were the sires of the 
pigs. 

_ These two consignments of Durocs, 
and surely we must call them Big 
Type, sold on the Chicago market that 
day within forty cents of the extreme 
top of the market, bringing $8.00 per 
hundred. Now the question arises, did 
they make more money than the small- 
er kind? Figure it out yourself. 
Messrs Reed and Oakes & Oakes say, 
yes. I know it is the talk of the com- 
munity. I further know their neigh- 
bor are convinced that Big Type hogs 
pay and that Durocs are the hogs that 
make more pounds. 

This last season Oakes & Oakes 
used the two same boars. Said boars 
were purchased a year ago last fall 
from the Silas Willard herd of Big 
Type Durocs at Princeville, Il. Mr. 
Reed used this last season the best Big 
Type boar he could buy from the 
Beaconsfield Herd, at Peoria, Ill. 
Oakes & Oakes formerly raised black 
hogs but both firms have had Pure 
Bred Durocs for seven years to raise 
their feeding hogs from. 

In summing it up, all of us breeders 
advertise Big Type Durocs_ today. 
Surely none of us admit we have the 
medium kind, but for the land’s sake, 
if we change to anything smaller than 
what some of us have now, we sure 
will not have much. 

Let’s make them larger, boys. So 
large the farmers and feeders will sit 
up and take notice. And any way we 
just got to have them big if we expect 
our fellow breeders to buy them to 
breed to their Big Type boar and 
believe me they want them. Just late- 
ly I have received a number of orders 
for good type gilts to be bought in my 
fall sales and in each case the fellow | 
says, “Clark, they must be big.”

The Seven Essentials 

An application cannot be recorded 
unless it gives the exact date of far- 
row, sex, number of pigs farrowed, 
number of each sex raised, date of 
every sale and name and address of 
the purchaser, the correct name and 
record number of the sire and dam, 
and is signed by the party owning the 
animal to be recorded when farrowed. 

In giving the date of farrow or date 
of sales, the year, month and day 
should always be given. 

Use care in indicating the sex of 
the animal to be recorded. The Rec- 
ord Association can not determine the 
sex from the name. A great deal of 
confusion and inconvenience results 
where an animal is recorded incorrect- 
ly as to sex. There are many cases 
of this sort in our “trouble file’ now. 

The litter record should be com- 
plete, and should be the same on: all 
applications for litter mates. This 
record should show the number far- 
rowed and the number of each sex 
raised. 

Care should be taken to spell name 
of the purchaser correctly and to give 
it in the form in which he wishes to 
record. Possibly the purchaser is a 
member of a firm, if so, and the trans- 
fer is made to him personally, an ad- 
ditional transfer or correction is neces- 
sary before produce of the animal can 
be recorded at membership rates. 

Separate applications must be made 
out for each animal to be recorded and 
each application must bear the signa-

ture of the party owning the animal 
to be recorded, when farrowed, or by 
his authorized agent. 


Reasons Why Pedigrees Are Not Re- 
turned Promptly 


The omission of one or more of the 
essentials mentioned in the above par- 
agraph accounts for much of the delay 
in the return of pedigrees sent in for 
record. Among the most frequent 
causes for holding up applications are 
the following: Failure to send record-

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How to Pick and Grow a 
Herd Boar 


Without a doubt every man who has 
had any experience in the breeding of 
purebred hogs has his own idea of the 
type of boar he needs for use in his 
herd. Every breeder should have an 
ideal toward’ which he works, and he 
should select his boar with the utmost 
care so that he will mate with his 
sows to produce as near that ideal as 
is possible. A real constructive breed- 
er, of course, never reaches that ideal 
as he is constantly trying, year by 
year, to produce something just a little 
better, steadily climbing toward that 
ideal which he finds every succeeding 
season just a little beyond. 

Here are a few of the fundamental 
characteristics that the beginner 
should observe in selecting a _ herd 
boar. First of all, he should have 
great vitality and masculinity. To- 
gether with these he should have the 
essentials of conformation and general 
makeup demanded by the market for 
pork production. ‘The feet, legs and 
back must not be overlooked in select- 
ing your boar, as these are the founda- 
tion on which the frame of your hog 
must rest. They must be _ strong 
enough to carry any weight that the 
boar might attain. See that the legs are 
straight and set well apart. Make cer- 
tain that he has great width between 
the forelegs and width behind the 
shoulders, as these denote his strength 
of constitution. If you want your 
boar to attain size, he must have a 
great high-arched back, because size 


means added length and_ greater 
heighth of back to carry this added 
weight. 


Masculine Head Describe 

Spring of ribs, deep sides and hams 
well let down should all be accounted 
for in making your selection. The 
boar should have a soft, mellow hide 
and a smooth, glossy coat, as these 
denote feeding quality. The head, tail 
and ear should be picked to suit your 
fancy, as they are of no vital impor- 
tance except for the looks of the 
animal. Personally, I like a very 
masculine head, ears of good size but 
not so large as to cause the animal dif- 
ficult in seeing well; the eye large and 
open and the tail large, long and taper- 
ing. 

It is very easy to imagine and 
describe a perfect boar, but this, like 
the perfect man, is yet to be produced. 
However, in your selection try to 
choose one that is well balanced 


throughout and free from any glaring 
defect. In selecting a pig with the idea

of making a large hog of him, take one 
that is very long and tall and not one 
of the pretty little kind that looks the 
way you want your boar to look when 
matured. This kind never gets large. 
The long, tall ones, when given the 
proper care, feed and exercise, will 
almost always develop into large, well- 
balanced animals. 


Look Well to Boar’s Breeding 


Another important thing to consider 
in your selection is the animal’s breed- 
ing. He should come from a family 
that are well-known animals, known 
for their ability in their show ring and 
breeding pen. Do not depend upon the 
pedigree alone. It is simply a piece of 
information, telling you what you can 
expect of animals of like blood lines, 
and nine out of ten times when you 
find a real, honest-to-goodness herd 
boar his pedigree will explain the rea- 
son. 


After you have your boar selected, 
the next question that concerns you is, 
‘““How shall I grow him into a good, big 
boar?” That really is easily answered, 
as it does not take as much fancy feed 
as.it does good hog sense. We keep 
our herd boars in alfalfa pasture when 
possible, and in winter when there is 
no green alfalfa we feed good green 
alfalfa hay. You may give the boar 
all of this he wants as it cannot hurt 
him. A boar being grown out to make 
a large animal should be fed at least 
three times a day. This will prevent 
him from becoming vot bellied. He 
should have milk at least once a day, 
but many a great boar never tasted it. 
He does not need much corn; just a 
little once a day. The main part of 
his feed should be oats in some form or 
other. We prefer rolled oats, but if it

is ground and soaked it will do very

ing time. See to it that he takes a lot 
of exercise. If he doesn’t do it him- 
self, drive him.~ It will pay. 

Young Boar Should be Segregated 

It is best to keep a young boar in a 
pen by himself where he cannot even 
see the sows, then he will not rant and 
will do much better. During his first 
breeding season do not breed over 
three or four sows a week to him, and 
never breed more than two in one day, 
as you will get larger, stronger litters,

omission of date of sale; failure to 
have the ownership of the sire or dam 
brought down to date, and failure to 
furnish transfer orders, when recorded 
animals are sold. 


Tremendous Loss Yearly Because Ap- 
plications Are Not Properly 
Filled Out 

The question is often asked as to 
how much money is lost annually by 
the National Association because ap- 
plications for record are not properly 
filled out when received. The writer 
has before him the auditor’s report for 
1922, and has, together with Secretary 
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TELLING BROS. 
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Pfander, attempted to determine the 
amount of money lost from this cause. 
We believe we have been conservative, 
and feel that we have doubtless over- 
looked some items which should have 
been included, but in our judgment 
over $15,000 of the 1922 expenditures 
may be charged to this source.

All but two 
of the twenty-five were recorded at 
fifty cents, and those two went through 
at seventy-five cents. In other words 
these animals were all under one year 
old and many were litter mates. Early 
recording means better records on the 
farm; and better service at the record 
office because such applications reach 
the office before the rush begins. Early 
‘recording means that the breeder is 
ready for the shows and has the ma- 
terial ready for the copy for his sale 
catalogue. As soon as pigs are old 
enough that it is advantageous to be 
able to distinguish individual pigs, ear 
tags should be used.

ABOUT FEEDING HOGS WHEAT. 

According to E. T. Robbins and C. S. 
Rhose, specialists at the University of 
Illinois, cheap wheat and oats may 
profitably replace part of the high- 
priced corn for feeding. When corn is 
worth 75c per bushel the common 
grains and mill feeds have ap- 
proximately the following feeding val- 
ues, provided they are used in suitable 
forms and amounts are judiciously com- 
bined with other feeds. The cost of 
such grinding of small grains as may 
be necessary has been deducted in pre- 
paring these figures. 

When corn is worth 75c per bushel 
for beef cattle, wheat is worth T5dc, 
barley 61c, oats 40c and soy beans 
$1.90 per bushel. For hogs, when corn 
is 75c per bushel, wheat is worth 75c, 
rye 70c, barley 58c, oats 35c and soy 
beans $1.75 per bushel. 

Wheat and rye should be ground for 
cattle and usually it pays to grind them 
for hogs. Barley should be crushed or 
ground. Oats can only be used as a 
part ration for hogs or fattening cattle. 
Soy beans should be used in about the 
same circumstances and amounts as oil 
meal, cotton seed and tankage.

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The Value of Feeding Pure 
Dry Yeast 


Because of the number of inquiries 
received for more information on the 
use of pure dry yeast for fermenting 
and predigesting swine rations before 
feeding, this article 1s prepared to ex- 
plain the action of the yeast upon the 
feed and what it accomplishes in the 
way of improving assimilation or ab- 
sorption of the feed nutrients as is in- 
volved in the processes of digestion. 

We believe every swine breeder has 
heard of the remarkable results ob- 
tained by breweries and distilleries 
from feeding slops containing yeast 
and have been more or less interested 
but never have tried the feeding of 
yeast for themselves. Too, not a few 
feeders have used distillers’ and brew- 
ers’ grains for feeding pigs with very 
good results. 

Just what the difference is between 
these grains and ordinary grains may

milk, the protein of meat and the pro- 
teins of feathers, hair, etc. 

The proteins of milk are in a water 
soluble state, ready for very quick pas- 
sage through the intestinal walls into 
the blood stream for absorption and in- 
to the production of flesh or growth. 
The meat proteins are not soluble in the 
water and require, therefore, a little 
time for digestion to take place before 
they beconre soluble for assimilation, 
The proteins of feathers, hair, etc., 
however, are highly concentrated, in 
fact, eighty to ninety per cent are in 
such condition that they are not avail- 
able and gains cannot be made from 
proteins in this form. Here is seen the 
importance of feeding proteins of the 
highest type for producing maximum 
gains in the shortest time and herein 
lies one action of the yeast in convert- 
ing the more or less insoluble proteins 
of vegetable and animal origin in the 
milklike and water soluble state. 

The advantages gained are, briefly: 
Faster growth or approximately, ac- 
cording to breeders who are using dry 
yeast, one-third more gains on the same 
amount of feed or the usual gains on 
two-thirds the usual feed. The amount 
of yeast required is one-fourth of a 
pound or about twenty cents worth to a 
barrel of slop. The time required for 
fermenting depends upon the tempera- 
ture, However, it is ready to feed as 
soon as the feed raises in the barrel, 
which varies from twelve to forty-eight 
hours. Some feeders prefer to have it 
stand forty-eight hours, claiming they 
get better results. 

Fermenting and predigesting is not 
all there is to feeding yeast, by any 
means. There are several very im- 
portant diseases among hogs where 
yeast has been used with good results. 
In fact, yeast is being used by many 
mineral feed mixers as a component 
part of the diet for avoiding such dis- 
eases as lameness or rickets, which is 
a disease of the bone due to insufficient 
supply of minerals in the diet or poor 
metabolism or absorption of minerals 
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in the animal’s system. Yeast, it has 
been found by scientists, greatly im- 
proves the assimilation of minerals 
such as calcium, magnesium and phos- 
phorus. In fact, a leading university 
tells this is a striking fact about yeast. 

The principle involved is a particu- 
lar vitamin or food accessory which 
yeast contains in highest degrees of 
concentration found in plant life. This 
is the same vitamin found in green 
grass which pigs particularly crave and 
require for absorption of minerals and,

YOU SHIP YOUR DUROCS 


MAKING “CHICKEN EATERS” 
Habit Indicates Ration Is Deficient in 
Proteins. 

Do you want to develop a first class 
“chicken eater” out of your best sow 
or gilt? Then just feed her a ration 
such as one nearly all corn, which is 
deficient in protein in the proper 
amount, allow the chickens the run of 
the hog lots, and the chances are that 
you will have a “chicken eater” in a 
short time. 

But if you wish to break the gilt or 
sow of eating “chicken dinners” at 
your expense, an improvement of the 
ration by adding protein in the form 
of buttermilk or tankage, will usually 
prove effective. Getting her protein 
in this form will probably induce the 
offender to “do away with” eating 
chickens to get it. 

According to the animal husbandry 
‘department of Iowa State College, va- 
‘rious methods of curing ‘‘chicken eat- 

ers’ have been suggested. One of 
these “sure cures” is treating a dead 
chicken with some substance that is 
distasteful to the sow and placing it in 
her yard. However, the animal hus- 
bandry department says most methods 
other than that of balancing the ra- 
pon have not generally been success- 
ul.

LOOK BEFORE YOU LOAD 


Inspection of 700 arriving cars of 
live stock at 7 of the large markets 
by supervisors of the Packers and 
Stockyards Administration, United 
States Department of Agriculture, has 
shown that shippers would do well to 
make careful examination of cars be- 
fore loading them. The railroads main- 
tain satisfactory car-inspection service 
at the large markets, but not all cars 
sent to country shipping points have 
moved directly from the terminals. As 
a consequence many cars have defects 
that may cripple animals or even cause 
their death. Of the cars inspected in 
this investigation 7 had holes in the 
floors, 91 had projecting nails in the 
walls, and 88 had cleats that might, 
and probably did, cause bad bruises. 
Eighty-two of the cars were without 
bedding, a large factor in the safety 
and comfort of animals in transit. 

No matter who is responsible for the 
condition of cars, it is to the interest 
of the shipper always to make an in- 
spection of his own, and most certainly 
it is up to him to see that the right 
kind of bedding is provided. Fre- 
quently, partitions are used in stock 
cars, ahd because of this a careful ex- 
amination must be made for project- 
ine’ nails and cleats that may have 
been left when these partitions were 
removed. The floor is the most im- 
portant part of the car. It should be 
gone over thoroughly and any holes 
patched. Doors must be in good re- 
pair and, when the cattle or other live 
stock are loaded, securely fastened. 

Last year at one middle-western 
market, 1700 cattle and more than 
2000 hogs were found crippled in cars. 
In December more than 1000 crippled 
hogs were received at one of the east- 
ern markets. These numbers are small 
in comparison with total receipts, but 
they looked mighty large to the ship- 
pers who owned the animals.

FALL PIGS NEED GOOD CARE 


Many Factors Involved; Proper Ra- 
tions, Breeding Stock, Important 


The methods used, the kind of breed- 
ing stock selected, the kind and nature 
of housing, the type of sanitation prac- 
ticed, the range allowed, the markets 
sought and the quantity and quality 
of rations provided are all of vital im- 
portance in raising fall pigs successfully. 
“The Iowa Experiment Station has in- 
variably had good results when the above 


fully carried out,” says C. C. Culbertson 
in active charge of the work there. 


Mr. Culbertson has found that it is 
well to have the pigs come in the latter 
part of August as the hot weather and 
flies are avoided to some extent and the 
pigs will be big enough to go through the 
cold weather in good condition. ‘A 
good ration, properly supplemented, is 
a necessity for the fall pig inasmuch as 
he does not have the pastures such as 
alfalfa, clover or rape, to make up for

the shortcomings of the ration,” he says. 

This means, according to Mr. Cul- 
bertson, a good ration during the suckling 
period as well as a good ration from 
weaning time to market weight. A 
ration that has given good results during 
the suckling period is yellow corn, either 
shelled or on the ear, self-fed, plus 50 
percent protein meat meal tankage self- 
fed, plus a good mineral mixture self-fed, 
all on pasture. 

“Since the pasture is gone about wean- 
ing time it is usually good practice to 
add a small amount of alfalfa either as 
hay or as alfalfa meal,” says Mr. Cul- 
bertson. “Some like to mix about 10 
parts of alfalfa with 90 of tankage, by 
weight, and self-feed it instead of the 
straight tankage. This addition assures 
that the soluble vitamin content should 
be all right. 

‘‘A good mineral mixture may be made 
up as follows: 20 parts of common salt, 
40 parts of finely ground raw bone meal 
or spent bone black, and 40 parts of wood 
ashes or finely ground oyster shell (all 
by weight). To each 100 pounds of this 
mixture add about one half ounce of 
potassium iodide.”

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SOFT CORN AND HOGS. 


Present conditions seem to indicate 
that there will be some soft corn in 
Iowa this fall. Granting this, there is 
little need for worry for practically 
all of the tests conducted at the Iowa 
Experimental Station have shown that 
the value of the dry matter in soft 
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Super Col. Grand Champion Boar 1923 Illinois State Fair.

corn is about equal to that of mature CrP 


corn. The chief difference is in the 
amount of dry matter contained in a 
bushel, according to the animal hus- 
bandry men at Iowa State College. 
Soft corn that runs as high as 50 per 
cent moisture contains only 28 pounds 
of dry matter per bushel, while old 
corn on a 10 per cent moisture basis, 
which is below normal, would contain 
50.4 pounds of dry matter per bushel. 

It is surprising how well swine han- 
dle soft and immature corn, say the 
experimenters. 

If soft corn is worth 40 cents pez 
bushel on the above basis, old corn 
would be worth 72 cents per bushel. 
But, according to the animal husbandry 
section, soft corn runs anywhere from 
30 to 65 per cent water in the corn 
grain. For this reason there is a very 
large variety of soft corn, and cal- 
culations must be made carefully. 

But there is yet another difference 
between soft corn and that which is 
fully matured. Soft corn requires a 
little more supplement in the form of 
tankage than does mature corn. This 
is shown in the results of an experi- 
‘ment completed at the experiment sta- 
tion by John M. Evvard. Tankage re- 
quired for 100 pounds gain with old 
corn was 20.8 pounds and with the 
new corn the amount was 32.2 pounds. 
It took less dry matter in the form of 
new corn to produce 100 pounds of 
gain than it did on old corn. 


FLU IN HOGS. 

The season for hog “flu” is now ap- 
proaching. Some have already report- 
ed a few cases. Dr. Robert Graham 
of the University of Illinois discusses 
the treatment for “flu” as follows: 
Relative to the treatment of “flu,” wil! 
say that my observations indicate that 
the following treatment is very good: 
Reducing of feed, followed by laxa- 
tives, together with clean, dry quarters 
free from drafts. The very low 
mortality which generally results when 
only good care is used in handling 
these herds, certainly of itself renders 
unquestionable the wisdom of un- 


dertaking an expensive inoculation 
with bacterins and vaccines or other 
biologics. At least, the client must be 
advised of the facts and the use of 
the bacterins left to his decision. For 
my own part, it seems that good hous- 
ing, including warm, well-ventilated 
sleeping quarters, free from draughts

mental animals, has delayed the study 
of specific methods of treatment, and 
in the present state of our knowledge 
any attempts to prevent or cure the 
disease by means of vaccines or serum 
should be regarded as an experimental 
procedure. There is some evidence to 
suggest that the disease is an acute 


form of hemorrhagic septicemia, which 
under a majority of conditions is not 
a herd disease. Even in hemorrhagic 
septicemia it seems rather clear that 
some devitalizing factor preceding the 
infection caused by improper feeding or 
housing, or sudden changes in the at- 
mospheric condition, has been noticed.

Busi- 
ness may be a little harder to get now 
than at some times, but it is there if 
gone after in the right way. Persist- 
ence always wins. 


That Fifty-cent Rate. 


We have a good many inquiries con- 
cerning the fifty-cent rate. The rule 
reads as follows: ‘Four or more 
animals of one litter under one year 
old may be recorded at one time by 
a member at fifty cents each.” It re- 
quires much less time and therefore 
costs less to record four pigs out of the 
same litter than to record four pigs 
each out of different litters, and the 
Record Associations are giving «the 
breeders the benefit of that saving. 


A Misunderstanding. 


An extract from a recent letter reads 
as follows: “When the change was 
made requiring all pigs after March 1, 
1923, to be recorded I felt it was a 
great injustice, ete.” 

Many ‘breeders seem to have mis- 
understood the rule referred to above. 
Paragraph four of section seven of the 
by-laws of the National Duroc-Jersey 
Record Association reads as follows: 
“When a purebred hog, (recorded or 
eligible for record), is sold for ‘breed- 
ing purposes, the seller shall within a 
reasonable time, and not to exceed the 
time fixed in paragraph 7 of. this 
section, furnish the buyer with the 
papers mentioned in paragraphs 5 and 
6 of this section, provided that a seller 
may by express agreement with buyer 
at time of sale, furnish unrecorded 
pedigree, in which case buyer must pay 
recording fee.”’ This section does not 
make it necessary for a breeder to re- 
cord every purebred hog sold for 
breeding purposes, but it does require 
that the seller of a purebred animal for 
breeding purposes. must furnish a re- 


corded pedigree within a reasonable — 


time after that sale unless at the time 
of sale the purchaser agrees to accept 
an unrecorded pedigree. If the pur- 
chaser accepts an unrecorded pedigree 
it is understood that if he ever desires 
to have the animal recorded he must 
pay the recording fee. It is entirely 
possible under the above rule for a 
breeder to hold a purebred sale and 
give unrecorded pedigrees with every 
animal sold, providing that he so ad- 
vertises.

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How I Managed My Ton 
Litter 


“Rena’s Fannie, a long, tall, rangy, 
big type yearling gilt, was mated to 
Jack’s Fancy King, a fine specimen of a 
big type Duroc Jersey boar,” writes 
Lyman Bunting of Ellery, Illinois. 


“Fannie was Champion Duroc Sow 
at our County Fair; Jack was Cham- 
pion Duroc Boar, also Grand Champion 
over all breeds. 


“On March first this litter of thir- 
teen pigs was farrowed, ten pigs were 
saved. Their ear mark was notch in 
point of left ear. 


This gilt run with eleven other sows 
during the winter, and received a ra- 
tion of corn, soybeans, hay, minerals, 
and a small amount of tankage. Crude 
oil was used to keep down lice. She 
had a ten acre field to range over for 
exercise, and a warm dry bed at night. 


“A few days before farrowing date 
she was put in an acre lot that was 
clean, I mean free from all hog infec- 
tions and parasites. An _ individual 
house was provided, equipped with 
guard rails. I make it a point to al- 
ways be on hand when sows farrow, to 
be sure each pig gets a fair start in 
life. 


“When these pigs were four weeks 
old they were given rolled oats one 
part, and wheat middlings one part, by 
weight, in thick slop. At six weeks, 
semisolid buttermilk was added, and 
continued to the end. 


“At weaning time, eight weeks old, 
they were getting one pound of corn 
per day. This was gradually increased 
till they were getting two pounds per 
day on July first, when shell corn was 
put in self feeder. We fed wheat mid- 
dlings, rolled oats, minerals and semi- 
solid buttermilk in slop until July 20. 
Then we fed ground wheat, two parts 
ground oats and one part rolled oats, 
and one part minerals and semisolid 
buttermilk in thick slop. We _ were 
careful to not give them more slop than 
they could clean uv quickly. Water 
was before them at all times. All the 
forage they got was about a quarter of 
an acre of blue grass. 

“We noticed as these pigs grew that 
seven were longer, taller, more rangy 
big types. Three were shorter, more 
compact medium types. At the finish 
the big types outweighed the medium 
types forty-seven pounds per pig, and 
were just as well finished from the 
market view point. 


“At sixty days old these ten pigs 
weighed 458% pounds; at ninety days, 
894% pounds; at 120 days, 1,383 
pounds; at 150 days, 1968 pounds; and 
at 180 days, 2,723 pounds. 

“We kept accurate account of all 
feeds fed this litter. Sow’s feed from 
date of service to date of farrow was 
estimated; sow’s feed, $5.11; breeding 
service, $5.00. Feed consumed by sow 


and litter to weaning time, $14.29; 
from weaning time to 180 days, $128.- 
94; or a total of $153.34, or $5.59 per 
hundred pounds. 


“From my experience and observa- 
tion I have come to this conclusion, 
that to make pigs of this weight at 180 
days old, you must have a litter from 
true, big type blood. Keep them on 
clean ground free from all hog infec- 
tions and parasites. They must take 
more exercise when young. Feed liber- 
ally of concentrated feeds.”

On December 11, 12 and 138, Gales- 
burg, Illinois, will stage a Fat Barrow 

-and Corn Show. The Live Stock Sales

a show and it is quite likely that it will 

be held there. 

’ There are to be two classes of bar- 
rows. First, those farrowed between 
March 1 and April 15 and second, those 
_ farrowed between April 15 and June 1. 

There will also be classes for Poland 
Chinas, Duroc-Jerseys, Hampshires, 
-Tamworths and_ possibly Chester 
_ Whites, cross-bred and grade hogs. 

___ In each pure bred class there will be 
i six places with $8 as first prize and 
ranging $6, $4, $3, $2, and ribbon. 
_ There will also be a prize of $10 for the 
$ champion pure bred barrow and $20 for 

_ the champion pen. This applies to each 
5 breed. 
; In the grade and cross bred classes 
§ there will be twelve places, with prizes 
of $8, $7, $6, $6, $6, $5, $5, $5, $4, 
‘< B34, $4, $4, $4, on each age class. 
On the pens prizes of $15, $12, $9, 
_ $7, $5, will be paid on pens of three and

$11, $11, $10, $10, $9, $9, $8, $8 on

A part of the 
program will also be given over to a 
discussion of corn and the various sub- 
jects in relation to it. 


PROGRESS REPORT OF SWINE 
TYPE EXPERIMENT. 


“The intermediate and rangy types 
of pigs are making the best records of 
the five types of Poland Chinas in the 
swine experiment which is being con- 
ducted at the University of Illinois this 
year,” writes Prof. John B. Rice. 
“These pigs are medium to moderately 
rangy in build, and they have good 
thickness of back and possess good 
depth of body as well as fair length of 
leg. 

“Pigs of a very chuffy type, similar 
in breeding and type to the old medium- 
type Poland Chinas, are fat, but are 
making the slowest and most expensive 
gains. Chuffy pigs of large-type breed- 
ing, are making good feeding records, 
and should produce splendid carcasses. 
The pigs which are extremely rangy, 
are making a good growth, but they 
are not fattening at desirable market 
weights. " 

“Last year, pigs of an intermediate 
type not only made the most rapid and 
economical gains, but also dressed the 
best carcasses. This year, the rangy 
pigs are feeding as well as the inter- 
mediate pigs, up-to-date, but most of 
them do not carry the fat necessary for 
killing at weights of 200 to 225 pounds. 

“Rangy pigs that are running to 
self-feeders, are fatter than those be- 
ing hand-fed. Breeders and feeders in- 
terested in this test should see these 
pigs during the next month, as they are 
being slaughtered as fast as they reach 
required weights.” 


PORK CONSUMPTION INCREASED 
25 PER CENT. 

According to figures just released by 
the Department of Commerce, Wash- 
ington, D. C., the following facts give 
valuable information on pork products 
and their consumption. 

The total exports of pork products 
for the nine months ending September 
30, 1923, were 1,480,000,000 pounds, 
compared with 1,080,000,000 for the 
same period last year. This is an in- 
creased of 400,000,000 pounds, or 
about thirty-seven per cent. The pro- 
duction of pork products in establish- 
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ments under federal inspection for the 
first nine months of this year was ap- 
proximately 6,700,000,000 pounds, 
compared to 5,310,000,000 pounds in 
the same period last year, or an in- 
crease in production of 1,390,000,000 
pounds. Cold storage holdings at the 
end of September of this year were 
678,000,000 pounds, compared ‘with 
739,000,000 pounds on the same date 
last year. From these facts it appears 
that domestic consumption of inspected 
pork, including lard, has increased dur- 
ing the nine months by more than 1,- 
000,000,000 pounds, or nearly twenty- 
five per cent. This increase appears to 
be due to the general employment and 
remunerative wages. 


IMPROVED FACILITIES AT THE 
INTERNATIONAL. 


The swine judging ring at the Inter- 
national Live Stock Exposition, which 
will hold its twenty-fourth anniversary 
session in Chicago December 1 to 8, 
has been completely remodeled so as to 
furnish better accommodations to both 
exhibitors and spectators at this classic 
show. 

A new self-supporting roof with saw- 
tooth lighting arrangement has been 
constructed so as to give an unobstruct- 
ed view, under good illumination, of the 
activities in the judging arena. Facili- 
ties for ringside observation have been 
increased so as to make the many edu- 
cational features of the swine depart- 
ment of this world famous exhibition 
as instructive as possible to the “tal- 
ent.” 

A feature that will be appreciated by 
the men who groom the contestants is 
the arrangement of wash racks in a 
new structure that has been added to 
the swine barns. 


HOGS USE SOFT CORN WELL. 


It is surprising how well swine han- 
dle soft and immature corn. It took 
less dry matter in the form of new corn 
to produce 100 pounds of gain than it 
did of old corn, in experiments recently 
made at the Iowa Experiment Station. 
But, on the other hand, a larger quan- 
tity of tankage was required by the 
shotes fed on new corn and this was 
quite an item. 

Farmers will have an opportunity to 
try out the feeding qualities of soft 
corn this winter if there is as much _ 
corn of that kind in the state as is 
rumored. 
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PUSHING PURE BRED GILT SALES. 


“Selling pure bred hogs this fall in- 
volves more push and persistence than 
. usual. Farmers do not flock to the bar- 
gain counter of the swine breeder, but 
whenever prices are already high, they 
bid against each other to push them 
still higher. The breeder must ‘put on 
his selling clothes’ this fall. 


“There is an immense new field for 
the sale of pure bred gilts. The ma- 
jority of farmers do not have them. 
They must be convinced of their su- 
periority before they will buy. Who 
can do this missionary work better than 
the breeder himself? Can he follow 
the example of tie salesmen of insur- 
ance or automobiles or tractors or stal- 
lions? These men decide that you 
should buy their wares and then they 
hunt you up, interest you, convince you, 
and persuade you to spend your money. 
Most sales of anything to new pur- 
chasers are made in this way. 


“Breeders have depended too largely 
upon the chance purchaser, and the 
auction sale. How long would automo- 
biles maintain their present prices if 
they were bunched in numbers and sold 
without reserve, at’ auction? How 
much oil stock could a salesman sell 
without personally talking each pro- 
spective purchaser up to the point of 
‘investing’? And yet, the surplus 
stock which the breeder offers is a 
greater wealth producer than the auto 
and a safer, surer investment than oil 
stock, 


“With a clear conscience and honest 
pride, one can urge his neighbor to sell 
off his grade sows and buy pure breds. 
The average pure bred is a better mar- 
ket type and makes faster, cheaper 
gains than the average grade. And 
the grade hog, by reason of an infu- 
sion of pure blood, is distinctly superior 
to the scrub. The argument is all on 
the side of the pedigree breeder. Let 
him use it to the benefit of his neigh- 
bor and of himself. 


“Special inducements are offered by 
various breeders this fall. Some are 
accepting common market hogs in trade 
for pure bred gilts. Some breeders are 
offering gilts by weight, to neighbors, 
at the top Chicago price for hogs that 
day, and making a separate charge for 
the registry certificate, if it is desired. 
With this system, the price of the certi- 
ficate should be in proportion to the 


popularity of the pedigree. As an 
added inducement, the purchaser might 
be given a six months’ option on the 
registry certificate. The initial invest- 
ment would be smaller, and the merit of 
sow and pigs might assist in persua- 
sion.

Duroc Ton-Litters Make 
Records In Illinois

Reports to date of ton-litter contests 
held in Illinois indicate that the Reds 
are leading all breeds by a wide margin 
and will make a record that truly re- 
flects the matchless superiority of Du- 
roc-Jerseys for prolificacy and general 
all-around excellence in farm feed lots. 
A litter of twelve Durocs raised by 
James Deputy of Wabash County holds 
the state championship with a weight 
of 3,282 pounds in 180 days, an aver- 
age of 2738 pounds per pig. Durocs 
also have the second heaviest litter— 
thirteen pigs raised by J. T. Mills of 
McNabb reaching 3,101 pounds in the 
specified feeding period. The ladies’ 
championship likewise belongs to Du- 
rocs, thanks to Mrs. Eva Morine of 
Putman County, whose litter of eleven 
pigs made a weight of 2,540 pounds. 

Still another record for our breed 
was made by Lyman Bunting, of EI- 
lery, Illinois. His litter of ten pigs 
pulled the scales to the tune of 2,723 
pounds. The average weight of each 
pig in this litter was but one pound 
under the average weight per pig of 
the champion litter raised by Mr. 
Deputy. This ten-pig litter, though, 
made a record for economy of gain, the 
cost per hundredweight being but 
$5.59. This is the lowest production 
cost made by any litter so far. Otis 
Harris also adds to the long list of 
Duroc records. His litter of fourteen 
pigs registered 2,68914 pounds. Thisis 
the largest number of pigs in any one 
litter in the state that made a ton of 
pork in 180 days. 

While these individual ton-litter rec- 
ords demonstrate conclusively that Du- 
rocs will produce the most pork at the 
least expense in the shortest time, the 
general records for the entire state pre- 
sent an argument that proves Duroc- 
Jerseys have thirty-eight per cent 
greater earning power than hogs of in- 
ferior breeding. At this time Durocs 
have the champion ton-litters in ten II- 
linois counties. These are Monroe, Kd- 
wards, McLean, Wabash, Marshall, 
Mercer, Marion, Morgan, Sangamon 
and Jefferson. In these ten champion 
litters there was a total of 109 pigs 
raised to finishing time or an average 
of ten and nine-tenths pigs to each lit- 
ter. This is actual, practical evidence 
of the prolificacy and motherly instinct 
of Duroc sows. In the counties above 
mentioned over fifty per cent of the lit- 
ters that reached the ton mark in 180 


days are Duroc-Jerseys. 
ten counties there were seven that re- 


ported two or more ton-litters produced. — 


In these particular seven counties Du- 


rocs made up seventy per cent of the 


ton-litters raised. In one county there 


were nine ton-litters, of which eight — 


were Durocs; in another there were 
four ton-litters and three of these were 
Duroes and out of three litters in an- 
other county, Durocs had two. When

The pure bred Duroc herds, owned by 
John Telling, of Danville, and Orion B. 
- Goble, of Charleston, are now one herd. 
Standing at the head of this herd, 
which includes between four and five 
hundred sows, is the World’s Reserve 
Grand Champion Boar, Uneeda Orion 
Sensation. This places in eastern I[lli- 
‘“nois, a consolidated herd, with head- 
quarters at Danville and Charleston, 
that is as large a herd as any Duroc 
herd in the United States. 


The consolidation of these two herds 
will make possible for greater Duroc 
promotion, the combined efforts of a 
trained, far-sighted business man, who 
by nature and for generations back is a 
dyed-in-the-wool livestock man; and on 
the other hand a very practical farmer 
who comes from a family who for gen- 
erations have fed livestock on a large 
scale.

The following sketch of the livestock 
activities of these men will satisfy 
every lover of Durocs that these two 
master minds are well qualified to build 
up the most complete Duroc breeding 
and promotion plant in the swine world. 

In speaking of his early livestock ex- 
perience Mr. Telling has the following 
to say: “Having had:ten years’ ex- 
perience in importing registered Per-- 
cheron horses, English Shire horses and 
French Coach horses from France and 
England, we well knew the only safe 
course to pursue in starting a Duroc 
herd, which was twenty years ago, was 
to start with the best seed stock obtain- 
able, and make them better by breeding 
and mating properly. 

“Oo. C. K. King was our first real 
herd sire, farrowed March 20, 1914, and 
was one of the first sons of Orion 
Cherry King, a boar that was crowned 
Champion boar over all breeds in Ohio. 
He was also the sire of the World’s 
Grand Champion boar, Orion Cherry 
King, Jr., in 1916. The World’s Grand 
Champion boar Scissors in 1917, the 
World’s Grand Champion boar Great 
Orion in 1918, the World’s Grand 
Champion sow in 1920 and 1921. O. C. 
K. King’s dam, Willetta, I. J. 2nd was 
one of the greatest individuals of the 
breed at that time and was the dam of 
Cherry King Orion, who was first prize, 
World’s Senior Yearling boar at the 
National Swine Show in 1916 and 
Jack’s Top King, 2nd, who was first 
prize World’s Senior Yearling boar in 
1918. Willetta I. J. 2nd’s sire Jack’s 
Friend, was one of the greatest of 
breeding boars and a boar of immense 
size. Her dam Willetta J. was probably 
the greatest sow of the breed up to 
that time and her sire Tippy Col. was 
conceded to be the best boar in the 
United States in his day and could have 
changed owners on two different occa- 
sions at $8,000.00. 


“O. C. K. King was a wonderful 
boar. When six years old was as ac- 
tive as a pig, good feet, heavy bone, 
straight legs, good even width and 
depth, eye wide open, good head and ear 
and a nice coat of hair. He was a full 
brother to the sire of the dam of Great 
Orion Sensation and a real breeding 
boar. After the death of O. C. K. 
King, we placed at the head of our 
herd, Model Orion King, another son of 
Orion Cherry King and practically a 
full brother in blood to Scissors and My 
Lady Friend, World’s Grand Champion 


boar in 1917 and World’s Grand Cham- 
pion sow in 1920 and 1921. 


“Model Orion King was champion 
junior yearling at the Tennessee State 
Fair in 1918 and Judge Harris made 
the statement at the ringside that he 
had never in his experience as judge 
seen a better top on a boar. Model 
Orion King’s dam Orion’s Lady 19th, 
was a wonderful sow and sired by Joe 
Orion, 2nd, one of the great breeding 
boars of his day. Model Orion King is 
conceded one of the greatest sow sires 
of the breed and many of our good 
sows in our herd are daughters of his. 
He was a real boar in every respect. 


“Our next boar to head our herd was 
I Am Wonderful, a boar farrowed and 
developed on our farm. 


“This young boar was probably the 
best pig prospects for a herd sire that 
year: a rugged boar and a real sire. 

He was sired by Great Wonder I Am, 
the daddy of the Sensation family. 
Great Wonder I Am sired five State 
Fair grand champions in 1920, the last 
year he lived. 


“T Am Wonderful’s dam Pathfinder’s 
Maid, 4th, was one of the Great sows 
of the breed and a half sister to Queen 
of Pathfinders, the highest priced sow 
that ever sold at auction of the Duroc 
family; also, the World’s Grand Cham- 
pion sow in 1919. Pathfinder Maid, 
4th, was also a half sister to Royal 
Pathfinder, the World’s Grand Cham- 
pion boar in 1920. I Am Wonderful 
is a large boar, good head, ear, straight 
legs and feet, good back, deep smooth 
sides and a real up-to-date type. Our 
sale offering bred to this boar stood 
second in high average in the United 
States in the winter of 1921 and 1922. 
In the summer of 1922, we sold this 
great boar to Orion B. Goble, Charles- 
ton, Illinois, to head his herd. 

‘Mr. Goble has bred Durocs for fif- 
teen years, having majored until the 
last few years on market stock, in 
which work he was very successful. The 
fact that he was a leader among live- 
stock men encouraged me to interest 
him in larger livestock projects, figur- 
ing that he could be a great leader in 
promoting the pure bred idea, and for 
that reason, largely, have I consoli- 
dated my herd with him. 

“Mr. Goble was the first president of 
the Coles County Farm Bureau, and 
is still a member of the Board. He is 
also vice president of the Producers’ 
Commission Association at Indianapo- 
lis, Indiana, a livestock buying associa- 
tion which handles from a fourth to a 
third of the receipts on that market. 
He is also on the livestock committee 
of the Illinois Agricultural Association. 

“Being a feeder of cattle and hogs, 
operating 209 acres, being connected 
with the leading forces to promote a 
better agriculture, and being a livestock 
man for generations back, makes Mr. 
Goble an unusually valuable man to 
work with me as a partner in carrying 
on some pure bred Duroc projects 
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which both of us earnestly and sincerely 
believe will place more good pure bred 
breeding stock on our good corn belt 
farms. 

“We also used a line bred Pathfinder 
boar, Eureka Pathfinder, to assist I Am 
Wonderful ,and this boar is one of the 
great Col. boars of the present time. 
He was, and is. at the present time, 
one of the great breeding boars of the 
breed. This boar was sold to George 
H. Rudy, Mattoon, Illinois, to head his 
good herd of Durocs. 

“We are now up to the present and 
we wish to introduce our present boar 
that stands at the head of our consoli- 
dated herd. 

“Uneeda Orion Sensation, farrowed 
March 6, 1919, fifteen in litter. This 
boar is conceded by many of our best 
judges to be the greatest individual 
the breed has ever produced up to the 
present time. A close inspection of his 
pedigree will convince anyone that 
every animal in his pedigree was an 
outstanding individual, and a real pro- 
ducer that possessed the ability to 
transmit their greatness to their off- 
spring, giving them that quality, size 
and type that the real breeders de- 
mand. 

“Uneeda Orion Sensation’s sire was 
the World’s Double Grand Champion 
and a boar that has sired more Grand 
Champions than any boar living or 
dead. His sire, Great Sensation was a 
great boar and his sire Great Wonder 
I Am was a great boar and sire of five 
Grand Champions the last year of his 
life, even his sire Great Wonder was 
a champion. 

“Orion’s High Lady was an outstand- 
ing gilt in one of the greatest litters 
ever farrowed. Her sire, Cherry King 
Orion, was the Champion Senior Year- 
ling at the 1916 National Swine Show. 
High Lady, the dam of Orion’s High 
Lady, was probably the greatest sow 
ever produced of the Golden Model 
Family, also an 800 pound sow and a 
wonderful producer. The dam of High 
Lady was a granddaughter of Carl’s 
Col. 

‘‘Take the dam side of Uneeda Orion 
Sensation’s pedigree. Uneeda Lady is 
easily one of the greatest sows the 
breed has ever produced, a sow of im- 
mense size, weighing when fitted over 
950 pounds, She was first prize aged 
sow at Nebraska in 1920, a great pro- 
ducer and has this year raised a won- 
derful litter of pigs. Her sire, Col. 
Uneeda, was the best son of Uneeda 
Crimson Wonder, a son of Crimson 
Wonder Again and H. A.’s Queen, the 
greatest brood sow the west ever pro- 
duced. Melinda Wonder, 8rd, the dam 
of Uneeda Lady, was the largest sow 
of any breed, even in thin flesh never 
weighing below 750 pounds, and at 
times has weighed over 950 pounds.

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Illinois Wins Forty-Seven Ribbons in National Classic 


When the gates closed at Peoria for 
the 1923 National Swine Show, there 
was made new history for the swine in- 
dustry. Not only was this show cap- 
ably managed, interest intense, enthusi- 
asm rampant, but there was exhibited 
the good individuals of the various 
breeds. The National Swine Show can 
now be ealled a classic. It now com- 
mands the same standing as the Na- 
tional Dairy Show and the Interna- 
tional Stock Show. Constructive prog- 
ress seemed to be the keyword from the 
managing offices down to the lowliest 
helper on the grounds. To put the 
swine industry on a high plane, and to 
give to spectators an interesting and 
educational show, manifested itself 
clearly in this 1923 World’s Swine Ex- 
hibition. 

The Duroc show this year was the 
best ever staged. Competition was 
keen in every class, and out of the fray 
came Illinois’ herds with forty-seven 
ribbons, including two world’s cham- 
pionships. [Illinois herds placed in 
every class except one, and when the 
final ribbons were tied, the aged boar, 
Uneeda Orion Sensation, owned by 
John Telling, of Danville, and Orion B. 
Goble, of Charleston, won Reserve 
Grand Champion Boar of the World. 
The Harvester, by a son of Uneeda 
Orion Sensation, was made the Grand 
Champion Boar of the World. Ortic 
Farms of Carlinville, Illinois, won Re- 
serve Junior Champion Sow on their 
six-months’ gilt sired by their senior 
herd boar, Imperial Orion. The Builder, 
owned by W. H. Van Meter, sired by 
Supreme Pathfinder, was made the 
World’s Champion Junior Yearling 
Boar. 

The Illinois winnings were represent- 
ed by seventeen herds as follows: Tell- 
ing Bros., Sheesley Bros., G. A. Muth, 
William G. Meaker, W. H. Van Meter 
& Sons, H. W. & William Watts, Ivan 
Urish, J. C. Shearer, John Hurst & 
Sons, Ortic Farms, Chesney Farms,

The Duroc breed, not content to win 
championships in practically all of the 
Duroc Ton-Litter Contests throughout 
the country, again demonstrated its 
ability to take on size at an early age. 
The average weight of the Junior 
Boar Pigs was twenty-seven pounds 
heavier than the average weight of the 
other seven leading breeds. The Sen- 


ior Boar Pigs averaged 122 pounds 
more than the average of the other 
seven leading breeds, proving, conclus- 
ively, that the Duroc breeding type 
averages up larger, thus making it pos- 
sible to place a larger-framed barrow 
in the pork barrel. 


The judging was done by Charles A. 
Marker, of Auburn, Illinois, one of the 
veteran judges of the country, who was 
very painstaking in looking over the in- 
dividuals, checking them over very 
carefully and overlooking nothing. The 
type that he chose in the beginning 
was consistently placed in the classes. 
The ringside was unanimous in their 
commendation on the work of Judge 
Marker. His Champions were popular- 
ly received, as well as the other plac- 
ings. 

Special mention should be made of 
the systematic and efficient manner in 
which the show was carried out, due 
largely to the efforts of the Secretary, 
Miss G. A. Fossett, who has the dis- 
tinction of being the only woman Secre- 
tary of a National Breeders’ Associa- 
tion.

TRANSFER OF RECORDED ANIMALS. 


Paragraph 2, of section 7 of the by-laws of 
the National Record Association reads as 
follows: ‘‘The only person who can record 
the transfer of an animal already recorded 
and sold after March 1, 1923, is the seller or 
his duly authorized representative.’’ A great 
many breeders are turning the recorded pedi- 
gree over to the purchaser without having the 
transfer recorded. Unless the recorded pedi- 
gree is delivered to the purchaser with the 
animal, the recorded pedigree together with 
the ‘‘Transfer Order,’’ properly signed, should 
be sent.to the Record Office by the seller. 
Then the purchaser will receive a complete 
abstract of title for the animal purchased. 
If it is necessary to deliver the recorded pedi- 
gree with the animal, the seller should imme- 
diately mail a ‘‘Transfer Order’’ to.the Record 
Office. In which case a ‘‘Transfer Certificate”’ 
is issued by the Record Office and mailed to 
the purchaser. Then the purchaser can return 
the recorded pedigree and “Transfer Cer- 
tificate’’ to the Record Office and have the 
sale entered on the recorded pedigree, making 
it a complete abstract of title. 


LOOSE CURRENCY. 


Sending currency through the mail is poor 
policy. The sender is liable in case of loss 
unless the letter containing the money is sent 
by registered mail. Envelopes on incoming 
letters are frequently received in such a worn 
condition that the currency could either lose 
out or be taken out easily. 


DELINQUENT TRANSFERS. 


All sales must be recorded within sixty 
days after date in order to be recorded without 
charge. This means that when unrecorded 
animals farrowed after March 1, 1923, are sold, 
the application for record must reach the 
Record Office within sixty days after date of 
sale or there will be a charge for the transfer 
in addition to the recording fee.

EAR-MARKS. 


We find some breeders have difficulty in 
understanding the way the litter marks are 
indicated on the recorded pedigree. If the 
marks are ‘‘spelled out’’ on the application 
it is necessary for the typist to abbreviate 
them. She does this usually by using the 
initial letter of each word used by the breeder 
to indicate his marking—eliminating unneces- 
sary words wherever possible. For example: 
“One notch in the lower left ear,’’ will appear 
on the recorded pedigree as 1NULL.—which 
means one notch lower left. The new cer- 
tificates and application blanks carry a 
diagram of a pig’s face which enables the 
breeder to indicate the marking in addition 
to ‘‘spelling it out.’’
